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count to our office of all fuch as may have 
been employed in the late troubles, by 
commiffion civil or military, under the 
Ufurper, or the other kind of impofed re- 
bellious Authority as then called. Among 
fome others, information is delivered of 
John Harington, fon to the late Member 
for the city of Bathe, bearing arms by vir- 
tue of commiffion from the Ufurper in 
1655, whofe father was Commiffioner of 
the Parliament to the late King at Carif- 
brooke caftle, and a ftaunch member of 
that party, with feveral more of that name. 
His prefent Majefties good intentions to- 
ward all who have not fignalifed themfelves 
by any notorious deeds of rebellion need 
not be doubted, as will more amply appear 
by fome A£l of indemnity; l)ut exampl/ss, 
in juftice to his royal blood and family, as 
well as to an injured nation, arie required. 
Such intelligence as may tend to our bet* 
ter and further informing his Majefty, will 
be an acceptable aft of your Lordfhips to - 
the King, and your employment does the 
farther warrant fuch expeftations from you.

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The office I bear, and duty I owe, more 
particularly demand my infifting on your 
complyance to the fatisfaftion of the King, 
and, not doubting your confidence and o- 
bedience to fuch his demands, Ihall expeft 
due account in all expedition, to regulate 
the A61 of Indemnity to good efFeO;; which 
will alfo include the Declaration at Breda.

Wherefore, ^s hk Majeftie hatb 
alwaies learned, fo I truft hilabourethday* 
lie to aviHde the growndeof allerrour, that 
felf-pleafing which the Greekes do call 
^ix»vrije, ivhen a man delighteth in his own 
reafon and defpyfeth other mens confeill^ 
and thincketh no mans forefight to be fo 
good as his, nor no mans judgement com-* 
pared to his owne ; for, if there be any 
wtfedom, it is conferringe with many wife 
heads, and of divers good counfelis, to 
chafe oyte one perfed;, and fo to follow 
that whiche r^onable experience leadeth 
a man wittie unto : And, if there be anye 
hynderaunce and ftoppe to wifedome, it is 
wheare fancie favoureth a mans owne in-«> 
vention, and he hath a better opinion df 
Ins own reafon then it defervith indeede, 
and fo ailoweth it to be good, and fticketh 
to his fence by felf-love ; ot ever he know 
what it is worth by profe of reafon ; and 
therefore is not conftant therein by judge- 
ment, but headftronge bye wUlfuUnefle.

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And this thing is to be avoyded diligent'- 
lye of all, and efpeciallye of the Kings Ma- 
jeftie, aow in this tendernefle of his youth; 
becaufc everie fault is greatter in a King 
than in a meane man, and alfo faults rooted 
in this age do not onlye grow to a great-* 
neile, but alfo they utterlye take away the 
likeliboode of divers good vertucs, which 
^llfe would fpring freflilye in it : I do wi(h 
therefore oftentymes, that which the King's 
Majeftie was wont to labour in, that he 
contynewed to be an Academike, flow to 
judge, glad to here all men, miftrufting 
his owne reafon^ takeing trouthe to be hid- 
den and fo not to be founde at the firft 
fight; thinking wifdom either to be in men 
of experience, or ellfe in no men ; and aU 
waife perfwading hymfelf in his youthe, 
which Socrates belived when he was' olde, 
that, he knoweth this onlye thinge, that yet 
he knew nothing ; and fo &all he beft a* 
voide the bottomlefs dangers, unknowen 
faults which will ells unwarfe creepe into 
his minde. Not only in warrfare but alfo 
VoL.IIL C in 
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in peace, it is daungeroufe for a puMique 
perfon t^ fay> Had I wijl, to excufe the 
matter, with a putavi to maintaine on that 
reafon whofe begbnixige is grownded on 
an ejrroitwr. The Kings Majeftie knowetk 
herein half what I meane, and the fiipe 
fftfegarde of wifedome and happinefle i« to 
avoidethefirft fault which is firft comwiand- 
od to be avoy^d in TuUies Offices. 

But what meane I to wryte this to yoar 
Grace^ e^eciaBy knowing the Kings Ma- 
jetties nature, i»0W gladd he is to follow 
your Graces good advertifements, and wil- 
ling to- obay^ all thofe whoe be put in 
trufte abouti bym. I have no caufe to. mW- 
truft, but the love k full of feare when 
there is no cawfe, and my dewtie ready to 
adkoonifee aforehand, for fear of a cawfe ;

BECAUSE I am departing, my Save- 
reigne Lord, unto the King of all 
Kings, Almightie God, and muft, by his 
appointment, leave you, whome of long 
tyme I have done my heft to bring up in 
Vertue and good learninge ; and you are 
now comming to a government of your 
felf, in whiche eftate I pray God you maye 
alwaies be ferved with them that will faith- 
fuUye, trewlye, and playnlye give you 
counfeill : I have thought it my dutie, for 
£i memorie of my laft will, and for a token 
of my well-wifhinge unto you (remayning 
prefentlye with me, even as it hath alwaies 
heretofore done) to requyre you, yea, and 
in God's behalf to chardge you, that-, foraf- 
moche as yeares bothe have and will dimi- 
niflie in you the feare of man, to have yet 
before your eyes continuallye the fear of 
God; with the which if you do not direft, 
order, and temper all your doings and fay- 
ings, be you well allured neither to have 

good 
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good fuccefs in the greate cbardge that he 
bath toifiiDicted to you, yet neither in th' 
end to enjoye that joyfull place that is pro- 
myfed timerUibus cum : For if God do right 
txtreamlye ponifhe men of bafe eftatc, and 
of low degrees, for wanting of that necef- 
farie Jewell, which hath in Scripture fomany 
promefes: how feveately will he ponifhe 
Kings and Princes failing thearein, in whome 
the lack thereof muft needes be both to 
themfelves and to the commonwealth moft 
perilloufe. My weaknclTe fufFereth me not 
fo long to talke with you in this matter as I 
could wiflie, and your Majefties difpofition, 
(which I know moft apt to receavc ail god- 
lie admonitions) putteth me in comforte to 
thincke this to be fufficient, befeaching God 
fo to direft all your doings, thoughts, and 
meanings^ as may tend to his glory and 
your honour and wealth, both heare an4in 
the worlde to come, when by death you 
fcaJl be called thereunto ; to the whiche all 
men, as welLPrinces as others, aswellyonge 
as old, are fubjeGtev Moft affcQuouftye be- 
C 3 feachinge 
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fcachinge your Grace, if any of your (er- 
vaunts about you ftiaU francklye admonifhe 
you of anye thinge whiehe in you may be 
xniflyked to take it at their handes, and 
thincke them that fhall fo doe to be your 
only fervants of truft, and to confyder 
them, and to rewarde them accordinglye. 
And if anye fnche fliall be, that fhall of 
all things make fair weather, and, whatfo- 
ever they fliall fee to the contrarye, fhall 
tell you all is well ; beware of them, they 
ferve themfelves, and not you. 

And wheare you have readd, in the tyme 
that it hath pleafed God to lend me unto you, 
dyvers difcourfes of dyvers fortes, as well 
of ftories, as of philofophie, wherebye you 
have had proffit, and plentie of grave and 
wife rules and orders for the good govern- 
ment of your realme ; yet, in myne opi- 
nyon, among them all, none hath fo ha- 
bundantlye furnifhed you in thofe points, 
as hath Ariftotle, to whome I befeach you» 
for thofe matters, often to reforte, and ef- 

pecially 
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peciallye to two chapters in his Politiques, 
the one dc mutaiionc regm etc. and the other 
perquas regnafervantur, being the tenth and 
eleventh chapters of the S. of his Politiques. 

For your divinitie, I wolde wiflie you 
wold diligentlye comynew the reading of 
the New Teftament, Sapitntia Ecckfiajlicus, 
and the Proverbs, 

And, underftanding that it hath pleafed 
you fithen the tyme of my fickneffe to fend 
unto me manie comfortable meffages, and 
among the reft, that you have appointed 
(moche unto my comfort) the wardfhipp of 
my fonne to his mother ; like as I do there- 
fore render unto your Grace my moft hum- 
ble thancks fo to do, I with like humble- 
nefs defyre you (my great debts confydcred) 
to remitt to hym (if all (hall be too moche) 
yet fome convenient peece of fuch lands 
asj during his noneage, Ihall fall unto you.

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And, whereas I feall now leave toy col- 
kdge in Cambridge deititute of an Jneadd, 
if your Grace appoini thereunio Mr. Had-^ 
don, 1 think you fhall appoint a wortbie 
man. Finallie, one fute charitye moveth 
roc to make unto your Majeftie : The 
Biflf^p of Chichcftcr was ray bringcr- 
upp, and at his hands I gate an entrie to 
fome fkill in learning ; lyving I could never 
do hyme anye good whereby I might be ac- 
compted a grateful fcholler ; if dyerng I 
fioight attaiue for hym libertie wit^h fome 
fmall aide of lyving, I fhould be moche 
bound unto youe, thinking moft. affuredlye 
you fball fynde of hym, duriag his^ lyfe, 
bathe a daiiye beadefman for you,, and a 
light obedient fubjed; thoughe, u^ tome 
things hereliofi£>re, he bathe move throu^^ 
lye |»erfwaded his confcience,, then to the 
perfe6liQn» of Chri&es religion wa& requi-^ 
lytc.

HOWE myferable my things be, whoe 
neither have wherewith I may pro- 
vyde for my wife and children, or ellfe to 
mayntayne my fclf, it fs lyttle neede to 
wryte unto your LordQiip, whoe knoweth 
the fame. There remayneth only my fute, 
wherein I rcquyre mofte earneftlye of your 
Lordfhip, that it wold pleafe you to ufe that 
authoritie (by whiche whonje you lift yx>a 
can do good to) towards the aide pf me that 
needes it. I heare the Qucenes mofte noble 
Highneffe, pirieng the extreme ftate of my 
cafe, hath referred unto your Lordfliip to 
take order in my matters, after what fori 
your Lordihip lifteth. Therefore all lyeth 
nowe in your hand, that either of this end- 
les myferie you maye eafe me, or ellfe may 
caft me into extreame beggerie.

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tlenefle; next for my myferie; then for 
the iieafohablferiettfe t5f my fute. 1 am an 
inferiour, am i peticioner to the Highe 
Chauncelour, and greevoufe it muft be to 
me^ if your Lordftiip heare the bills alid 
humble fdpplicati9ns of all maner of o«t- 
cafts, and myhis ortlye fliould be rejefted 
as unliked ; ot refufed as forfaken. Here 
yt)u a&e me for my worthynefs: I lay- 
none i I feek it onlye of your gemlenefle* 
Is it anye great thinge ahhoughe your Lord- 
fliip efteeme me oniye Unworthie ? Oh! how 
lict vertue is for a Nobleman, k Chauntsc- 
lour bilhopped. All are bdund to tins 
maner of pttifalnefie, but chieflye it is re- 
quyred of Rulers; here declare your fdf 
moRe noble, Sir, and how moche the nlore 
you can ymagen whic for myne owne lake 
you fhould do nought, fo moche tlie more 
let your vertue be, and fuffer your nohied 
humanitic to overcome the contrarie per- 
fwafions. This I affure you of, if anye 
thing lye in your hart againft me, it is fet- 
lid more of opinion than of cawfc ; neither 

can 
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can it be proved by anjre, that yaur Lof d- 
fliip, in the greatteft tfarofwes of your for* 
tune, 'was lb rooche as-iati \0orde hyt^lred 
by me.; althoughe I take not uppon me 
vhole of vertcwc, vyet 4his I may fay tru- 
lye of my felfe (whether M was wrought of 
judgement, or pdttifuUoc& of nature) that 
I have beene ttierveilouKy^ fturred at all 
adverfVtierand in that kynde have pro{fitte4 
fbme, and hurte none ; and therein I have 
not onlye had the uncertayne ends of things. 
my naovers, hot alfo Paule my aufthour.. 
Let thist funber me to yow Lordftip now,, 
and that your Ixxrd&ip wold greatly^ com- 
Htend, if you heard it of other, reje£l it 
not v^hollie, beeaufe it is faid of my felf. 

What greatter myferie than this of myn^ 
can there be ? I am lefte bare of ali, right- 
he I deny not ; yet bare am I made, and, 
in a common cawfe, fufFer greevoufer po- 
nifhement than others that weare in the 
fa^ne fauUe. Here I envye npt other, to 
whom the Queenes HighnefTe was merci- 

full; 
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full ; but I crave the fame mercyc in a lyke 
caufe, not of dewtie, but of grace I feeke 
it. For my frends knowc, that I was bothe 
conftrained/ and lafte, in a maner, brought 
into the fnare ; and your Lordfhip alfo, 
perhapps, when you weare an examyncr of 
thofe matters, perceaved that I was rather 
a looker on than a plaier, and on no fyde 
coulde be reproved, but for that as was the 
common faulte of all. But thus yet ftand 
things, nothing is lefte me now. I am in 
others debt 1200I. my wife and my children 
muft be maintained. Here your Lordfliip 
feethe that I am not in fuch cafe that I feeke 
worfliippe but ly vinge ; if this be not neede- 
fuU of fute, or if your Lordfhip's good- 
nefle helpp not herein, I wot not what 
greater myferye toward me youe might 
looke forr. For death trulye cannot be to 
me fo bitter, as this daylye and cbntinew- 
inge extreamytie of myferye. Now I 
doubt not but your Lordfhip feeth I have 
moft reafonable cawfes to ferve, whoe am 
forced of fo hard a neceffitie to be futour for

your goodnefie^ from whiche I knowe you 
cannot withdrawe your good will. If I 
fought greatter, or^ not neceffarie things, 
there weare fotpe caufe to denie mc ; I de- 
fyre onlye that fomewhat may be given to 
pay others debt, and to maintaine me and 
myne; wherein my myferable poore wife 
hathe of longe tyme been futour to your 
Lordlhip.

MY departing out of my contrey greev- 
ith me -not, whoe had as leeve grow 
aged a broad with experience, as rufte at 
home with ydleriefle. But the myferye of 
my wife and children, whoe muft needes 
wantt by my going, and could gayne no- 
thing by my taryeng. My hope is partlye 
in my wyves fute, whoe fliall be more pit- 
tied in myne abfence, being fo bare lefte, 
then Jhe flioulde be amongft women, if I 
bad taryed ; and in your friendfiiipp, whoe 
thinck myfelf to lack no parents as long as 
you and my Ladie liveth. I befeeche you, 
therefore, afore your departure, commend 
my caufe to fuch Frends as you thinck beft, 
and obtaine that their extreamytie of juf- 
tice be not wreacked on me, that have not 
mode deferved it; lett them chufe fome 
other to be their examples, in whome they 
may fynde better cawfes, and feare more 
daunger. Lett my nature witnefle my 
meaninge, and my frcnds my faultes, 
wherein, whate fucceffe foevever I have, 
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(whiche jcan not be good in tKis (lackncs of 
deferved frcnds and creweltie of undeferved 
enemyes) I fiiall thinck a^nd thanck you no 
lefle then I ought to doe hym, whofe good 
will is hindred by other mens abilitie, and 
not by his own flacknefle. If you will 
have me to do any thing for you in theife 
quarters, or in any parte where I journeye, 
fend me word, I pray you, and you fiiall 
fynde nether my redineffe nor my good 
will wanting. And thus, with my com- 
mendations to you and my Miftrefs, I be- 
take you to the lyviog Lorde, whoe alwaye 
governe you.

I AM afhamed to defyre moche of your 
Lordfhipp, whom I ought to thanck 
more, and yet am compelled to do bothe ; 
the one for your frendfhipp (hewed me in 
theife tornes of fortune ;.the other for the 
contynewance of the fame to my wife and 
children in myne abfence. I am gone a- 
broad to feeke fome ftay of lyving, whiche 
I rather lofe then fynd in England. And 
hope, (althoughe I being moche in difplea- 
fure can obtaine nothing for myfelf) yet 
there will fome juft refpeO: be hadd of my 
wife and children,' whoe neither are wor- 
thie to be poniflied, having not ofFendid ; 
nor unworthic to be done fore, that live 
juftlye in the realme ; wherein, as I know 
your Lordfhipp can do moche, fo I truft 
your Lordfhipp will do what you can, ha- 
ving no caufe to favour me but of your own 
gentleneffe, and yet a league" of frendfhipp 
to favour Mafler M, familie. I befeeche 
your Lordfhipp therfore, althoughe no mans 
frendfhipp can do me anye great good in 

this 
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tkis date of things, as it plainlye appeareth, 
yet that examples be not fliewed on my 
wife and children, being ordred in a com- 
mon faulte as no man is befydes me. And, 
althoughe I am a refufe now and an outcaft 
of all men, yet I truft not to fynde all 
worldes and places fo hard unto me, that I 
fliaiU not onee be able to be myndfull of 
my friends benefitts. And as I have learned 
to doubt of profperitie, becaufe it will not 
alwaies (land ; fo have I hope of adverfy- 
tie, that it is not infinite. And of all trea- 
foure that honour bringeth^ and advcrfytie 
toucheth not, the greatteff- and fureft is (my 
Lord, I have felt it.well) to know how ma- 
nye of right^be bownde to do for one, if 
throwfe of adyerfytie overturne his ftate; 
which thing, if youe labour in as your ho- 
nour fervith, ihinck you geat therbye the- 
frewte of honour, and fhaill in a3:verfytie, 
if anye do betyde you, bynde men without 
fute to be futors for you, or ellfe, not with- 
out Iharae, to be indifferent. Of this ver- • 
tew I praye you lett me be partaker, whoe 
in your trouble, bare you fuche good will 
D3 as 



as I HK^y of dutie crave feme again nowe ; 
and defyre this moche, that your Lofdftiipp 
will of gentlenes, at my pooie requeft, 
helpp my wyfe in her futes, as far as rea- 
fon and convcnientcie ftiall favour her 
caufe, being left in debte 1200I. aiid more, 
beinge voide of all living to helpp her and 
hers, having the lack of her hufband for 
the extreamitie of fortune, and in worffe 
cafe in lack of me than in loffe of me. 
Theife great myferies I befeeche your 
Lordihipp with your frendfhipp relieve, 
and, thoughe you cannot utterlye eafe all, 
yet helppe to minifhe the greatneffe of fe- 
veritie, untollerable to the troubled, when 
all lyving is taken, and nothing is left but 
lyfe.. Your Lordfhipp fhall bynde me 
herebye to beare you fuche good mynde as 
your contynewall frendfhipp doth juftlye 
deferve. And thus, with mine humble 
commendations to your Lordfhipp and my 
Ladye, I commit you to the governinent 
of the everlyvinge Lorde.

WHEREAS it hath pleafed your High- 
nefs to extende your gracious mer- 
cie towardes me, and fomethinge to miti- 
gate the feveritie whearwith juftice of lawe 
might greviouflic have burdened me; al- 
though 1 might tnany. waies extenuate my 
faulte towardes your Highnes, thoughe not 
abfolutelie by it felfe, yet in compairing my 
doings with other mens, and fhewinge my 
minde far from the farvantnes that other 
had in this caufe : Yet, becaufe the greater 
my faulte is, the greater is your Highnefs 
mercie fliewed on me, I will not abafe my 
faulte, left I (holde thereby diminiflie your 
Highnes goodnes beftowed on me ; which, 
as it is moft notable of all God Almighties 
vertues, foe it is mofte comendable in theme, 
who, in authoritie on earth, have the of- 
fice and name of Goddes. My humble re- 
queft is, that as It hath pleafed your High- 
nes mercifullie to grante me my life, and 
juftlie to call into your handes the libertie 
of my bodie, landes, and offices, given 

unto 
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unto me by your mod noble brother, King 
Edward the Sixth, your Highnes would have 
fome pitye on me, my wyfe, and children, 
and graunte me fomethinge as it fhall feeme 
convenient to your Highnes, -to leade owt 
that lyfe, which your Majeftie hath graunted 
me to enjoye. The Kings Majeftie, your 
father, gave me by grante, afore his deathe, 
of Rufford, to the valewe of fiftie pounde 
a yeare, which was conferred unto me after 
in our late Soveraignes time, King Edward 
the Sixt, unto whome alfo I refined above 
200I. a year in fees, for thofe landes which 
his Majeftie, for my litle abilitie to ferve 
hime, did beftowe on me, the particulars 
whearof I declared to your Majefties Com- 
milfioners. If therforc, in confideration 
of King Henry th' Eight your moft noble 
fathers guifte unto me, and for my longe 
and painfull fervice unto the moft noble 
King, your brother, and for thofe fees dor 
ring lief which I reGgned when I received 
the Kings beneficial oraimts made and geven 
tome; and efpecialhe of your gracious mer- 
cifulnes, whearof the hole number of fauters 
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bathe liberallie and beneficiallie feltcf, your 
Highnes wolde likewife pitie me and myne, 
and ad to my lief fum livinge and libertie 
to maintaine my lief. I truft your High- 
nes fhall thincke this your benefieiallnes 
beftowed on a poore and faithfull fubjeft 
to your Highnes; whoe will not faile, as 
long as God fhall lend me lief, to ufe all 
kynde of a fubjefts dewtie unto your High- 
nes, as muche as nature, diligence, and 
faiibfulncs be able to lead me.

IWOLDE I colde with wordes make 
your LordOiipp feele my wante com- 
bred with other adverfyties, but no wordes 
can wbrke it in your Lordfhipp, that hath 
not felte the like. I wolde be forie fortune 
(hold ever have fo throwne youe to feele 
extremitie, and my defier is, your Lord- 
fhipp wolde rather helpe than feele it, fee- 
ing your feclinge fliolde onlie be to helpe; 
yet methincke ficknes whearewith your 
Lordfliipp hath oftentimes bene arrafed, 
and my wife is hevilie tow^ched withall, at 
this prefent, maie fhadowe my evell unto 
you ; all time feemethe longe and painefuU 
to the fick, yf they have not that which 
they prefcntU e call for, although in deed 
it cannot be fo fone made readie as they 
looke for; they thincke themfelves evell 
kepte, not diligentlie looked unto, and 
appear (o.iiethinge froward until they have 
that whicK they call for : This no man im- 
puteth to the nature of the ficke, bat of 
the ficknes ; everie lacke maketh them be- 

leeve 
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leeve-they be diTpifed, namlye, yf they 
judge not ftiche fpeed made, as in fancie 
they judge maie be ufed. Yf anye of theife 
wants be hi me, I befeeche your Lordfhipp 
appoint them to my extreme ftate, more 
greevous then difeafe ; more unquiet then 
pryfon ; more troblefome to me then a 
painfall deathe. Ye afke me whie ? When 
I looke of other that hang holie of me, 
that looke to be fedd, clothed, brought up, 
what minde have I ? When I Ibke on my 
wife, fick in bodie, tormented in minde, 
and cannot beipe with remedic that is dif- 
eafed wMth paine, had I not as leve be 
grecvouflie fick as miferablie ncedie ? The 
earnefter my mind is hearin, the more I 
praie youe thinke the caufe is, that ftrain- 
eth me unwillinglie to be thus defirous of 
fome good ende, I write this to your Lord- 
fhipp, who., I truft, in authoritie maie, and 
in frendfhipp will helpe, not onlie to do me 
g<5od, but allbe to fpeed it, Avith fuch praife 
as ye have gayned in doin'ge liberallie for 
others, and fuch fafetie as free and liberal 
doings doth gard you, and binde other ho- 
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ncft mcn'in all tornes of times conffantlie 
to be yours. Thus, truftinge your Lord- 
fhipp will frendlie remembre my undone 
ftate, I commend my felfFe tp your Lord- 
ftiipp, and you, my Lord, and yours, t* 
Almightie God.

THE loue that wee had to youre father, 
the trufte that he had in iis, and the 
hope that wee haue of you, with oure de- 
fter to continewe that loue, to anfwere that 
trufte, and to fee fFeinte of that hope, 
haue moved vs to leaue youe thus muche of 
our meaninge in writinge ; whereof to youe 
this is the aduantage, more then of fpeache, 
that by readinge youe maie heere it as oft 
as you will, to4he ende that youe maie im- 
printeit as deep as you fhall haue caufe, 
and remembre it as longe *fts it may doe 
youe good. _ Of your good accep(acion 
and appliaunce wee haue foe much trufte, 
as wee haue of your wifdome to profEt your 
Vol. III. E felfFe. 
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felfFe. You are to baue in minde whoes 
you are : firfte, the child of God ; fecond- 
lie, the dowghtre of Sir William Pie : 
Thirdlie, the chardge of your fathers 
freendes: Eache of theife refpeSs hath 
fundry confideracions, bothe of comforts 
and helpes that they miniftre, of dewties 
that they laie vppon youe, and of meanes 
and orders how to vfe theme. 

In that youe pertaine to God, theife be 
youre comforts, that he is able to defende 
and vpholde youe; that his purpofe of 
prefervinge youe is conftant and from eter- 
nitie ; that his forefight for youe cannot be 
deceaued ; that his care for you never 
feafeth; that his promiffes are infallible; 
and that whatfocuer happcncth is by his or- 
dinaunce ; and whatfoeuer happeneth by 
his ordinaunce, howfoeuer it feemeth to 
fence, yt is in deed good for youe that be 
bis ; ihat he fhall contynewallie guydeyoue, 
he (hall profperouflie bleffe youe, he ftiall 
cternallie laue youe. 

Your 
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- Your dewties to him are, that youe de- 
pende whob'e vpon him; that you haue full 
faithe and affiaunce in him ; that youe re-i 
uerentlie loue him; that youe louinglie 
feare him; that youe honour him, and 
frame your felffe as he himfelffe hath ap- 
pointed ; that youe make'his commaunde* 
ments the rule of your life, and charitie 
the marke that youe be his. 

The meanes of attaininge and vfinge 
theife ftande in hearinge the Worde of 
God, in praier, and in order of convcr- 
fation. 

In hearinge the Worde of God, wbe-, 
thcr it be by the voice of others pronoun^ 
cinge, or by youre felffe rcadyngc, youe 
arc euer to thtidce that God fpeaketh ta 
youe. In praier, either publick or pri^ 
nate, youe are to remembre, that youe 
fpeake to God. In converfation, either- 
open or fecret, inclofe place or in hidden^ 
thoughte, youe ar^ not to forgett that youci 
walk in the eye and fight of God*

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In hearinge Cod fpeake ta youe in his 
Worde, knowe, that he fpeakeih that made 
youe, that feeth youe, that fhall ludgc 
youe, that hathe powre to damme and Jaue 
youe; whofe Woide is, to the beleeving 
and obedient, the favour of life vnto life; but, 
to the vnbeleeving and difobedient, it is 
the favour of death vnto death; theirfore heare 
it humblie with" reuerence : Knowe, that 
he fpeaketh to youe that loued youe, that 
chofe youe, that adopted youe, that re- 
deemed you^, that preferueth youe dailie, 
and will faue youe for euer ; therefore 
heare it with loue and ioifulnes. Knowe, 
that he fpeakeih to youe that is perfefllie 
wife, vnfalliblie true, an<J vnchaungeablie 
conftante ; theirfore heare it with heedful- 
nes, belieffc, and affuraunce. Knowe, 
that he fpeaketh that will haue accompte 
howe youe harde him ; therefore heare it 
with care, that youe maie receiue it to 
fruite. This that youe maie well doc, doe 
it often and with diligence. 
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In praier, when youe fpeake to Godi 
knowe, that youe have attained the honor 
to be admitted to the prefence and fpeach 
of the vnipeakeable Maiellie, infinitelie 
paffinge the hieft Princes; therefore praie 
with humblenes. Kuowe, that youe ipeake 
to your Father that loueth youe, to him* 
that calleth youe, to him that hathe promif*-. 
fed to heare youe, to him that ioyeth in 
hearinge youe; theirfore praie with loue 
and confidence : Knowe, that youe fpeake 
to him that vnderftandeth the bottome of 
your harte, and regardeth none but hartie 
praier ; praie theirfore with a cleane harte^ 
which he fecth ; with a true, vnfained harte, 
which he vnderftandeth; with a louinge 
harte, which he embraceth ; with a bolde 
aflured harte, which he encourageth; and. 
with a hole harte, which he challengeth. 

In your conuerfation, knowc that it ex- 
tendetbto God, to your felffe, and to other : 
To God in the rules of religion ; to your- 
folffe in the pi^ecepts. of vertue ; to other 
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in the dewties of obedience, kyndnes, truth, 
and charitic. ' 

OfF religion youe are to keepe theife 
rules that God, in his owne Worde, hathe 
deliuered, knowinge that none other can 
pleafe God ; and therein remembre a wife 
and godlie meaninge of your late natural 
father, whoe hartelie wilhed that, without 
fpendinge time in variaunce of queftions, 
the people mighte be diligentlie inftrufted 
in twoe thinges : The one, of fufficiencie 
of falvation by onlie Chrifte ; the other, the 
fufficiencie of doftrine in the oniie Worde 
of God. 

OfF vertue in your felfFe the perfeft rule 
is to obeye the commaundements of God i 
for, as the onlie breatch of his will is finn, 
foe the followinge onlie theirof is vertue ; 
therefore let that be your generall care to 
liue accordinge to your callinge, that is, 
accordinge to his will that called youe in 
his gracfi^ and accordinge to your owne 

vowe 
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vowe and promifle that youe profFcfled in 
your baptifme ; and, for particuler refpcfte 
that youe are a woman, remembre that, as 
iuftice and fortitude are the more proper 
vertues of men, and the greater Ihame for 
men to lacke theme ; foe ehaftitie, fharae* 
(aftnes, and temperaunce, are the more 
peculier vertues of women, and the greater 
Ihame for women to offend therin. 

Prudence is more comon to bothe ; yet, 
in execution towards other, and in publick 
exercife, more perteining to men ; but, in 
governaunce of them felfes, and in affaires 
at home, it is as mutche belonginge to wo- 
men. But in this whole parte of your life 
that concernethe the rule of your felffc, 
haue euer before your owne eyes, that you 
ffande before the eyes of God, his Angelk, 
Sain6ls, and amongft thofe alfo your father; 
wbatfoeuer theirfore youe ftiall doe, knowe 
tbeire is noe place fecret; and, for the do- 
inge of what foeuer thinge youe will flee 
the fight of meu; remembre yet that God, 

his 
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his Angells^ his Sain£ts, and your father 
looke vpon youe, and the daie ihall come 
when all Heauen and Hell (hall fee it And 
nowe and then call to minde, that one of 
the greateft paines in Hell is fhame, when 
fecret thoughts fhall lie open. And that 
theirfore Dauid foe ofte praieth to be pre- 
ferued from confufion and fhame, and pro- 
nounceth him bkjfcd whoft Jinns are hidden.\ 
But, for the hiding of finns, theire is no 
coveringe but Gods mercie ; and the mer- 
cie of God, as it is gotten with humble re« 
pentaunce and true faithe, foe is it lofte by 
defperation, and driuen awaie by prefump« 
tion. 

OflF your behaviour towards other, of 
which all above youe are comprifed in the 
name oi father, and all equall and inferior 
to youe in the names of bnthtr, and neigh^ 
hour, remembre theife three rules : For 
your fuperiors, that to them youe be futche, 
as youe wolde your children and inferiors, 
to be to youe. For your equalls and infe* 
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riors, that in iuftice youc doe as youe wolde 
be done vnto : And in charitie youe keep 
Chrifts rule, To love theme as purfelffe, not 
forgetting that, in the poore, is imputed 
the perfon of Chrift himfelfe. Nowe, for 
the refpeft that youe be tKe doughter of 
your late father, theife thinges youe are 
to remembre : What he was to the confi- 
deration of others, and what he was to 
youe : Hearof your comforts be theife, 
that he was a noble Gentleman, wyfe, of 
honorable minde, endowed with manie (in* 
guler ornaments, dearlie beloved of ma- 
nie and the beft forte, and to yourfelffe , 
mod naturdll and lovinge* 

The dewf ies whearwith thefe refpefls doe 
burden yetie are, that youe remembre his 
noblenes and vertues, and therfore that 
youe endeauor to be no ftaine to his wor- 
thines, and no blemyfhe to yourfelffe in 
not approching to licknes of him, whofe 
nearnes to you, in nature and truthe, wil 
be moft iudged by your refemblaunce of 

him 
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him IB vertue and deferuinge ; youe are to 
remembrc he was wife; youe muft there- 
fore be carefull that youe difcredit not his 
laft worke of wyfdome in leavinge his 
worldlie things to youe, as vppon whomc 
they Iholde be well beftowed, and by 
whome they Iholde be well vfed, with re- 
fufmge other, whpme the ordinarie courfe 
of lawe had fett before youe : Youe are to 
remembre howe dearlie he loued youe ; 
and theirfore youe male not forget his 
kindenes, but naturallie requite it in foU 
lowing^ his precepts, and in honoringe his 
name with your well doinge, that youe mate 
euerye waie be trulie faid the dowghter of 
Sir Willm. Pie, to his praife and good me- 
xQorie, and not to his difworfhip and in« 
famy€. 

The means for youe to honor your father 
are, that yourfelffe deferue honor by ver* 
tue; for, as youe haue fucceeded in his 
place, and therbie after a forte doe beare 
hi^ parfon^ foe the praife or difpraife of 

your 



t 47 3 

yoxir good or ill doinge fhall redound ta 
youe bothe. Remembre to whome he 
lefte youe, howe he Icfte youe, and withr 
what conditions. Yf youe be wifelie go- 
verned, youe are a woman of great valewe 
and largelie advanced; yf not, a poore 
Aiaide and fallen from mutche, which is 
worfe then if youe had neuer had it. In 
all your doings, theirfore, and in all ad- 
uifes, eyther giuen youe by other, or con- 
eeiued by yourfelffe, caft this in your 
ifainde, to thinke what your father wolde 
haue liked^ yf he had liued. 

Nowe, as tbwchinge your fathers freendes 
and yours, whofe chardgeyou be by com- 
miflion ; and all his and your other freende^ 
whofe care youe be for loue to him; theife 
be your comforts ; your father was mutch 
beloued, and theirfore youe haue manye 
freendes ; your father was a louer of true 
rfeligion, and theirfore youe haue Chriftian 
freendes ; your father was a true freende, 
a:nd theirfore youe haue affured freendes ; 

your 
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your father was a wife man, and theirfore 
youe haue well-cbofen freendes : Good 
freendes are great treafures. 

Theifc refpefts laie theife dewties vpon 
youe : That youe open your purpofes to 
theme ; that youe be aduifed and ruled by 
theme, accordinge to your fethers mean- 
ingc. 

The meane to doe this to your benefitt is 
to confider that your fathers faid freendes 
are of two forts; fome that wiftie youe 
well, and haue care of youe by affeftion ; 
and th other that haue alfoe fpeciall charge 
of youe by your fathers commiffion. Of 
thofe that love youe for your fathers fake 
the nombre is great; fome Honorable, 
fome WorlhipfuU, fome of meaner call- 
inge ; and all readie to doe youe goode, 
and gladd to heere well of youe. They 
are to be vfed as good-will deferueth, as 
kyndnes requireth, and as confideration of 

your 
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your owne benefitt to be taken of theyr 
ayde and frcendfhipp advyfcthe. 

Of thofe that haue chardge of W for 
youe by your fathers appointment theare 
are alfoe twoe forts : The one be thofe that 
haue the gouernaunce of your parfon, the 
regard of your beftowinge, and the admi- 
niftration of the goodes that he hath libe-- 
rallie lefteyoue, I Hieane your fathers ex- 
ecutors. The other are thofe to whome 
your father haihe in confidence for youe 
affured his landes, with fuche conditions 
and farther Ihnitacions as, in the convey- 
aunce theirof in dewe fourme of lawe 
paffed, more plainelie maye appeare ; 
whearin your chiefF benefit dependeth vp- 
pon your owne good govertiaunce, bfeinge 
yett foe refttained by your fathers pdilicie 
for your fafetie, that youe haue no choife 
lefte to the frailtie of youre owne minde^ 
but wholie to the fiaie and aduife of 
other.

Npwe, towchinge your fathers execu- 
tors and your governors, that is to be noted, 
that they be chofen owt of your fathers 
deereft freends. They be knowen moft 
honeft Gentlemen, Chriftianlie affefted for 
religion, and theirfore, for confcience, will 
deale trulie with youe ; and above all 
things will not affent to yoke youe with a 
Papift, or other cnimie, of parfon igno- 
rant of Chriftian faiihe. 

They pertaine to Nobilitie in their birthe 
and place, and theirfore will haue regard 
theirof for youe, and of their owne wor- 
Ihipps for themfelves in your beftowinge* 
They be wife, and theirfore youe maie 
truft, that they will forefee to your proffitt. 
They be lovinge to youe, and of freendlie 
vfadge ; theirfore youe fhall haue no caufe 
to haften the chaunge of your flate, till 
youe be fuUie fiire of a bettre. They 
haue great chardge of youe, and much 
imponinge their confcience, and their good 
fames and reputacions; and theirfore will 

not 
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not forgett to thinke of youe in good time, 
that they maie be dif^urdened. Theye be 
of fufficient ftate an^ honor, theirfore theye 
nede not to make any marchandife or prof- 
fit of youe. Theye be well affiftcd with 
ftronge overfeers and freendes; and their- 
fore they wil be careful! to acquite them 
felues with well-doinge, and careles of the 
powre of anye to contende againft their good 
meaninge. Theye be fowre havinge iointe 
powre and not feuerall, and theirfore be 
both furer for youe againft corruptions, and 
ftronger againft vnproffitable praftifes. 

Towchinge your fathers fefFees, fome be 
Honorable, fome be Worfhipfull; all be 
efteemed honeft, and all be fuche as will 
precifelie followe your fathers meaninge. 

Theife be your comforts in theife fpeciall 
freendes. Nowe theife be your dewties 
theirbye : That youe be governed by theme; 
that youe obferve the conditions of your fa- 
thers meaninge ; that youe foe be ruled, 
ordered, and beftowed, that youe maie 
F 2 have 
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have the proffit, and youe with theme ho- 
nor, worftiip, and comfortc. 

The roeane for youe this to doe is, that 
youe remembre thi« chardge that is com- 
mitted of your governaunce, and your 
great lofle, yf youe faile in the laide con* 
editions. 

Be youe wholie careles of your beftow- 
inge, as a thinge not pertaininge to youe, 
ityll it be brought youe orderlie ; give your 
lelfFe onlk to vectuous exercifes, that the 
good fame of your owne perfon maie giue 
furtheraunce to your Governers to wake 
your bargaine wkhe the befte, which feal 
be if thefe things concurr to aduaunce the 
valewe of youe ; your fathers provifion pf 
goods and livinge, your owne ftoringe your 
felffe with good conditions, your fame ther- 
bie to moue the worthieft to defier youe, 
and your freendes wifdome and diligence 
to iudg^ the meeteft for youe. Beware 
that youe foe order your felffe in the prin- 
cipal! jpoiat, tb^ youe give ng iropedient 

to 
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to ttcir good provifion for your beftow* 
inge. In that they arc not onlie your fa- 

* thers freendes, but alfoe in fome forte^ in 
lawe, they bear your fathers parfon, youe 
mull accompt your felfFe to them as deare, 
and thefrfore muft, to theme, be as obedi- 
ent as their naturall childe. In that they be 
Chriftians, as your father was, and no Pa- 
pifts,youe muft beware of familiaritie of Pa- 
pifts,inen or women. In that they be honeft, 
youe muft frame your felffe to the fame 
vertues, and beware of vnhoneft praftices, 
which youe (hall knowe by this mar ke r 
Yf they fpeake or move any thinge to youe, 
which youe in your confcience ftiall thinke 
they wolde not, or durft not, fpeake or 
move in the opeahesrringe of all your Go- 
verners together. And lett that be to youe 

• a fpeciall note ; for fowch niaie move fuche 
matter as, being barkened vnto, maie by

preffed by me as I coiflde, and underftand 
bye others at the full, it wouWe fall oute 
more to other mens (hame then my injurie, 
althoughe my utter undoing did follow 
thereof. But hitherto I have kept the mat* 
ter from the Queenes Majeftic, not dif- 
clofed it to good M after Secreatarie, faying 
Icffe to any other, then either myc inward 
greife might juftlyc have uttered, or the 
injurye offered, and unkyndncfs done, might 
Wjell have defervid ; for I purpofe fo to rc- 
fcrre the matter onlye to your Lordfhipp, as 
all that heare the cafe (hall witnefle; that ei- 
ther I obtayne my right by your Lordfhipps 
onlye goodnes, or ells fuffer wrong by 
your Lordfhipps onlye authoritie. For I 
iaye and will faye, bothe nowe ^nd here- 
aftei;^ and heare and ells wheare, yf the 

matter 
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matter be not amended, that no botdnefs 
durft, nor no power could have offered me, 
or done me this wronge, except fome men 
had thought that the fhadowe of your Lord- 
fliipps authoritie fhould fo have covered 
their doinges and flopped my mowthe, as 
none fhould have feene, nor I durft have 
uttered the injurye done unto tne. But 
they are deceaved, for thoughe I am not 
fo bolde and forward as fome other be in 
cravinge of benefits, yet dare I well ynough 
complaine of an injurie, if, wheare, and 
when, and by whome it fhould not, it be 
offered unto me. And the abetter theire 
boldnes might have bene borne with all, if 
it ftayedin injuring me; but, as they have 
ventured boldlye to abufe your Lordfhipps. 
authoritie, fo have they not fpared, with 
overmoche boldnes, to deale not the befl 
alfo with the Queenes Majeftte, in difap- 
pointing her good will, and illuding her 
purpofe in that matter, wherein fhc was 
fpeciallie bent openlie to fhewe a preroga- 
tive of her goodnes towards mc. For did 
her Majeftie give me that prebend by h6v 
VoL.III. H onlye 
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onlye goodnes, and good Matter Secreata- 
ryes frmdlye motion, without tny fute, 
without my knowledge, that another man 
{hould reapc the beft frute of that her good 
will ? Or, when Mr. Bourne would needes 
intytle the Queene to the fee fimple of that 
prebend, did h^r Majeftic give oute her 
commiffion, wryte her lettres, fend fpecial 
tokens, talke earneftlye with her OflBcerp, 
give ftraite commaundement to the w^ol^ 
Courte of the Excheaquer, that without 
flelay I Ihould have right even in a matter 
againft her felf : Was this prerogative, I 
'fay^ of her goodnes fo fpecially declared, 
fo openlye teftefied, that my Lord of Yorkc 
might prevelye difapoint all her Majefties 
ineaninge herein ; I truft all good and wife 
men will bothe thinck and fay nay. And 
befydes this injuryng of me, befyd^ tb^ 
abufinge of your Lordihipps authoritie, 
and befydes the illuding of her Majetties 
good purpofe and will; furely the unXynde 
dealing dpth greeve me mpfte of alj-. For 
this feaven yeares I have fpen^ my life in 
cayes at home, nay" lyving in fiite and 
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cliarges abroad; I h^ive folde away tny 
plate, and that which gricvelh me moche, 
my wifes poore Jewells. I have, by this 
fute, with prefent debt, broughte myfelfe in 
daunger of forfaitinge my whole lyving to 
comme, for me, my wife, and my chil- 
dren ; for, bye chardge of this fute, I owe 
the Queene 200I. and more; in witneflfe 
of whiche debt, Sir Richard Sackvill hath 
my leafe, geven me by Queene Marye, 
whiche is the whole and onJye lyvinge that 
I have to leave to ray wife and children, if 
I dye. And -if I ftioulde now dye, as I ' 
amc not veric lyke to lyve Ipnge, my wife 
and children ^ay overtrewlie faye, wljien 
I am gone: We maye all goe ^a-begging 
for any thing that Mafter Afcham could 
ever geat to leave unto us, by all his fervis 
done to Queene Elizabeth, or by all hia 
great frends that he had in her Courte. 

This thought, my Lord, pincheth me 

overneafe the hart ; herebye cometh my 

gray heares, my hollow eyes, my heavie 

lopkes, my long abfe^ice from the Courte, 

Ha. »y* 
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my thoughtful byding at home, my daylye 
prefent greife for them, which (hould be my 
greateft ioye and comfort. And the better 
wife, the fayrer children that God hathc 
blefte me withal, the greater is my greife, 
that all my fervice in the Courte (hould 
purchafe them nothing but beggerye, when 
I am gone; for, if I dye, all my things 
dye with mc. And yet that poore fervice 
that I have done to Queene Elizabeth fhall 
ly ve ftill and never dye, as long as her no- 
ble hand and excellent learning in the 
Greeke and Latine tongues fhall be knowen 
to the worlde. And alfo my happ is over 
hard, that I, being thought fitt to be Secrea-^ 
tarie to a Prince, to have the doing be- 
twixte the Prince and Princes abroad, can- 
not be thought worthie of one grote by 
yeare at home, neither by land, fee, nor 
ferme, nor otherwife, which wife and chil- 
dren may enjoyfe, 'When I am gone. Ay, 
my good Lord, God kepe all good men 
fifom theife cares ; for he that never had 
good wife nor faire children can never 
come to theife cares and thoughts. And 

therefore 
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therefore trulye verye unhappie, and on-' 
lye unhappie may I be, both compted now, 
and crownicled hereafter, if, of all thofe 
that have bene fo long, and fo mightie and 
fo noble a Prince, I onlye in the end muft 
leave nothing but myferie to my deareft 
frends. I feare, mofle noble Lord, left 
theife my inward cares caufe me to utter 
forth, over ferr, theife my houfhol^e greifes. 
And I was not fo moche purpofed to la- 
ment myne owne myferie, as to complayne 
uppon others injurye, unkindneffe, and un- 
curtefye done unto me in this ptefent mat- 
ter ; for all theife my inward cares at home 
be doubled and trypled by the outward 
troubles abroad, partlye by the injuries of 
myne enemyes, but more by the unkind- 
nes of my frends. Mafter Bourne did ne- 
ver greeve me half fo moche in. offering, 
me wrong, as Mr. Dudley and the Biftiopp . 
of Yorke doe in taking away my right. No 
Byfhopp, in Queen Maries time, would, 
have fo dealt with me, not Mr. Bourne hym 
felf, when Winchefter lyved, durft have 
desalt fo with me. For fuche good eftima- 
H3 tion. 
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tion, in thofe dayes, even the learned'ft 
and wyfeft men, as Gardener and Cardinal 
Poole, made of my poore fervicc, that, 
although they knew pcrfeQlye, that in re- 
ligion, both by open wryting and pryvie 
tMke, I was contrarye unto them, yea, 
when Sir Frauncis Englefield by name did 
note me fpeciallye at the Councell-bpard, 
Gardener would not fufFer mc to be called 
thither, nor touched ells wheare, faienge 
fuche wordes of me as in a Lettre, -though 
Lettres cannot, I bluflie to write them to 
your Lordfhipp. Winchefters good will 
ftoode not in fpeaking f;3iire and wifhing 
well, but he did in deede that for me, 
whereby my wife and children fhall live the 
better when I am gone. My mofte noble 
Lord, fhall my wife and children, when I 
am gone, trulye faye, Yet we have this to 
lyve on, gotten by my Lord of Winchef- 
ter in Queene Maries tyme ; but we have 
not one pennye to live on, gotten by Lord 
of Lecifter in Oueene Elizabethes time : 
Yea, the lyving that was fpeciallye pur- 
pofed, by her noble goodnes to do us good, 
. ^ bye 
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. bye my Lord of Leicefter (thoughe not 
f openlie by hU meane) yet privilie by his 
' men, and though not by his will and doing, 
yet by his authoritie and fufFering, is taken 
from us. Ay, my good Lord, perchaunce 
you think theife words be overftiarppe and 
needleffe, and I thinck fa to, for I hope 
furelyc that your Lordfhipps goodnes will 
prove them fo to be in the end. But fure 
I am, that, at this prefent, I write not fa 
Iharplye, as they have done fhrewdlye, 
I which of neceffitie compell me thus ta 
' wryte : For all theife cofts and charges 
have I fuftaynedj onlye to mayntayne Oie 
Church of Yorkes right, thincking that, in 
I the end of my labour and chardge, my 
Lord Archbilhopp, (whoe never yet fpent 
one penny in defence of his patronage), 
woulde, firft, of curtfye, heftowc the ad- 
vocation therof uppon my fonne Dudley, 
then of confcience graunt unto me a good 
long leafe, to redeeme theife chardges. 
which this fute cofte me. But now, when 
I have, by long fute, great coft and care, 
brought by order of law, by verdift, and: 

judgment^ 
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judgment, this prebend to the church of 
York agayne, which four Archbilhopps in 
fortie yeares could never bring fo to pafle : 
Beholdfe when I looked for thancks, and 
hoped for recompence of my great chardges, 
i)y fome long leafe at the leaft, my Lord 
Archbilhopp, before the matter was ended 
(for it yet remayneth in coftlye tryall unto 
me) mod unkindlye, to my prefent undo- 
ing, and perpetuall grcife, hath geven 
away the advocation ; and geven it fo, un- 
der his, the Dean and Chapters feale, as 
now another man fliall enjoye the fwcet 
kirnell of this hard and chardgeable nult, 
which I have bene fo long in cracking; 
and nothing left unto me but fliells and' 
fhalls to feed me with all. Ay, my Lord, 
other kinde of writting then theife heavic 
lettres had been more fitt for this prefent 
tyme; And furelye this had I never writ- 
ten, if the Bifhopp in this matter had made 
anye accompt of learning, confcience, hu- 
manitie, or curtefie, or ells of his owne 
promeffe unto me, whereof I wyll chardge 
hym, and thatin the bed prefence, where- 

ever 
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ever I meete hym in Ei>gland. But to let 
the Byfhppp goe, at whofe hands I look for 
no good, 1 referr the whole matter onlye 
to your Lordftiippj whoe mayjuftlye and 
eafilye to no mans injurie, to ray great 
comforte and commoditie, to your great 
praife among all that fliall heare of it; 
your Lordfhipp may, I fay, amend all the 
matter, which if you doe, then doe you 
lyke your owne doing in all other things 
ells, and that is juftlye, gentleye, andcur- 
teflye; weich as I furelye looke for, fo 
fome of the wifeft and heft men of this 
realme, and thofe that thinck mofte ho- 
:nourable of your Lordfhipps natur^, do 
affure me ye will do foe. 

The waye i^ this : 

Let the Bifliopp who, as your Lordfhip 
knoweth, is bothe willing for your fake; 
and able of him felf, doe John Dudley 
fome other better good tufne then this is, 
and, if It be twife as good, I (hall not en- 
vie it, fo it be not joined withe injuring 

me: 
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nie : Then may your Lordfhip take the ad- 
vocation, and, infteede of Dudley your 
fervaunt, beftowe it uppon Dudley your 
fonne. And fo fhall John Dudley have a 
benefitt, and I receave no injurie, yoiit 
Lordftiip deferve all thanks, and the Bi- 
Ihopp none at all. And thus verie happe- 
lye in deede {hall fall out a ineanc whereby 
your -Lordftiip may be a good godfather 
in deede unto your fonne, and I and luy 
wife mofte bounde unto you, as our aiTured 
hope hath alwaye bene, and ftill is, thdt 
we and ours (hall have one good caufe of 
comfort at your Lordftiips hand. And 
then fhall I bothe live in more joye, and 
die with lefs care, when I ftiall leave my 
dearcft children fo carefullie provided for . 
by his mod noble godfather.. But, if your 
Lordftiip do not thus, I muft thinck, and 
other will judge, that you do me playne 
wrong, which you doe in deede, thoughe 
not direftiy by your felf, yet manifeftly by 
others, if you fufFer any other, under the 
(hadowe of your authoritie, to do it unto 
me* And then muft I thinck my bappe 

over 
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over bard,, that your Lordfliip, whofe cuf- 
tome is to. do good even to your enemyes, 
fbould thus undoe me your poore frend: 
And whofe nature is to do good to all and 
hurt none, fhuld begynne the firft injuric 
that ever you did, to ofFre it to hym, whoe 
is more defyrous of the increafe of your 
Lordlhips honour, then ever he was of his 
owne profitt. And therefore, raofte noble 
and my beft Lorde, I praye in Gods be- 
half, let me underftand playnlye, whither 
you purpofe .to doe or undoe me in this 
matter: Yea a fpeedie naye (hall be more ^ 
wellcome than my right wonne by overlong 
and careful cravings Yf ye fay nothing, 
then ye tell me playnlye, ye wyll do no- 
thing for me ; yf ye drive me of with faire 
words, then ye drive-me, thoughe not open- 
lye to compl^yne, yet to lament, ells 
wheare, the injurye done unto me. But 
furelye you cannot doe fo for good na- 
tures fake ; nor will not do fo for honours 
fake ; nor ought to do fo, bothe for con- 
fcience, for equitic of the caufe, and al- 
foe of curtefie, for that trcwc hart and 

^ood 
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good will which you knowe I havfe ever 
borne to you and your name. And thus 
I end, repofing the doing or undoing of 
me, my wife, your fonne Dudley, and refte 
of my poore children in your Lordfhipps 
onlie band ; and God fend you as I wiflie 
you. At London, the l4^ Aprilis, 1566. 
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AscuAus Letter to his Wife Mak- 
GARET, concerning the Death of 
her new born Child t 

Ti -TINE owne good Margaret, the more 
J-VX I thinck uppon oure fweete babe (as 
I do manye tymes bothe daye and night) 
the greater cawfe I alwayes fynde of gev- 
inge thanckes contynuallie to God for his 
finguler goodnes beftowed at this tyrae up- 
pon the chyelde, youe, and me ; even be- 
caufe it hath the rather pfeafed hym to 
lake the chield to hym felf into heaven, 
then to leave it here with us ftill in earthe. 
When I mufed on the matter, as nature, 
fleslhe, and fatherlye fantafies did cary me, 
I fowndel nothinge but forowes and care, 
whiche verie moche did vexe and trouble 
me. But, at the lafte, forfaking theife' 
wdrldiye thoughts; and referinge me who- 
l^e to the will and order of God in the 
matter^ I^ fowhd fuche a chaunge, fuche a 
caufe cff^ joye^ fiiche a plentie of - Gods 
' Vol. III. I grace 
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grace toward the chield, and of his good- 
nes toward you and rae, as neither my 
harte can comprehend all, nor yet my 
tongue expreffe the twentieth parte thereof. 
Neverthelefle, becaufe God and good will 
hath fa.joyned you and me togeatbcr, as 
we muft be not onlye th' one cofnforte to 
th' other in forow^, but alfo full partaker^ 
togeather in any joye : I couW not but de- 
clare unto you what juft caufe I thinck 
bothe we two fi^ve:of comforte, gl^d^ieJBfe^ 
and joye, that God bathe To graei^^ufly-^ 
-dealt with us as he halfee. Mye firft flfpp^ 
from care to comforts was this : I thought 
.God had done bis y/ill with our chield, and 
becaufe God, of his goodnes,, knpwedi 
what is beft, and by his; goodne^ ^ver wjH 
do bieft, I was ,by andi by fuUip^ pQrfwa^ed 
the beft tha,t can be done is done with our 
chielde. But, feeing Gods wifdome is un^ 
fearcheable with any man^ hart,^japd:Gpds 
goodnes unfpeakable with any piariSjtQqgijei 
1 will come.downe firorp fpche high JhQ^^g^l;?f 
and talke more fenfy Wie yi^ith youe, aj>4 

! Ire l^y^ 



laye before youe fuche matter, as maye 
ht bathe a full comforte of all our cares 
paft, and alfo a juft caufe of rejoifinge as 
longe as we live. You well remember our 
contynuall defyre and wifhe, and our night- 
lye prayer to geather, that God would 
vouchfafe, by us, to encreafe the nomber 
of this worlde ; we wifhed that nature 
fhould beautifullie perforipe her worke by 
us : We did talke howe to bring upp our 
chield in learning and vertue ; we had care 
to pfovyde for it, fo as honeft fortune 
iheuld fevour arid follow it. And fee, 
fwetetc Margafet, how mercifuUie God hath 
fleaStwith us in all theife points : For, what 
wilhe couM defyre, what prayer could 
ttave, what nature could performe, what 
vertue eouMe deferve, what fortune could 
ofier, wc hafve receaved, and our chield 
dothe enjoy e al ready e. And becaufe our 
defyre (thancked be God) wasalwaye joyned 
with honeftie, and our ptayers mingled with 
feare, and applyant alwaies to the will and 
pleafure of God, God hath geven us more 
V , I 2 thaa* 
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than we vifhed, and that which is better 
for us now, than we could thinck uppon 
then. But yc defyre to heare and knowe 
how? Aiarrie even thus: We defyred to 
be made veffels to encreafe the worlde, and 
it hath pleafed God to make us veffels to 
increafe heaven, which is the greateft ho- 
nour to man, the greateft joye to heaven, 
the greateft fpite to the devell, the greateft: 
forow to hcU, that anye man can imagine, 
Secondarihe, When nature had performed 
that fhfe coulde, Grace ftepped fortbe, and 
toke our childe from nature, and gave it 
fuchegiftes over and above the power of 
nature, as, wheare it could not creape in 
earthe by nature^ it;,'Was macje ftraight waye 
,wc51 able to goe to hea>^cn by grace; i% 
fcQiild not thqn ift^ake by nature, and now 
if ddthe pfaife God by .grac^; and ypt 
ihancked bee nature that fhe hath done all 
that {he coulde doe ; and bleffed be grace 
that bathe done moche better then we 
coulde wiflie fhe (hould do. Peradven- 
ture yet you do wiflie, that nature, had 

kept 
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kept it from fickncs, and had preferved k 
from death a little longer ; yea, but grace 
Jiath caried it wheare now no ficknes can 
follow k, nor anye deathe hereafter medle 
with it, and in fteede of a fliort lief with 
long troubles in earth, it doth now live a 
lief which fhall never have end, with ail 
inanrd joye in heaven. And now, Marga- 
ret, go too ; I pray you tell me, and tell 
me as you tbinck: Do you love your 
Iweete babe fo litle, do you envie his hap- 
pie ftate fo moche, yea once to wifhe, that 
nature fhoulde rather have followed your 
pleafure, in keping your chield in this my- 
ferable worlde, then grace fhoulde have 
pourchafed fuche proffit for your chielde, 
in bringing hym to fiich felicitie ia hea^ 
ven? Thirdlye, You maye fay unto me, 
yet if the childe had lived in this worlde, 
it might have growen to fuche goodnefs by 
grace and vertue, as might have tQurned 
to great comfort to us, to good fervice to 
our contrey, and afterward to have de- 
ferved as high a place in heaven as it dothe 
I 3 nowe* 
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nowe. Sweetfe Margafcret, yoa fay tr6the, 
and I believe alfo it fhould fo have done; 
l)ut, when I confyder the dlungeroiis piaf- 
fage throughe this worlde, the flipperie waye 
that yputhe hath to walke in ; when I fee 
by experience, howe many children, by 
their frowardnes, be rather a care than a 
comfort to their, parents, and howe that 
nomber is feweft that groweth to mofte 
-goodnes ; I quyet my felf with Gods doing 
and pleafure, whoe bath geven to our 
chielde alreadie the furc and certaine ret- 
warde of vertue, and hath not left. hy^ to 
the daunger of loffe,,<pf Juche Jjpn^tts,. 
And yet fee how-merveilo^flye. Qp4 hath 
wrought the matter. In hollie Scfipture^ 
the lief of man i^ corttmonly , lykened .to. 
two things : In one place it is called a con- 
tynuali warfare uppon earth; in another 
place it is called a ronninge for the bcft 
ganne. Nowe what dangeroufe enemye:s 
dothe mans lief fighte withall; Even the 
devell, the worlde, and the flefhe. O Lord! 
how few overcome all theife three ! How 

manye 



mianyi -fight faintlye, how many fight not 
at afl, yea, how many will fiillie ' forlake 
the banner of <Jod, ^and with might follow 
the de Veil, the worlde, and the flefhe! It 
is fearfull Margaret, to hearc of nhis bat- 
taile, biit more feal-fiilt to enter into it, 
and therfore mbfte- joyfblt tobe delyvered 
from it. Agayne, all tnuft ronne that pup- 
pofe to Wynne the game. Yet how flowe 
be we to ronne, manye fcarce willing to goe, 
moYe readye to fitt downe and not fturr, 
and mofte turninge a qHyte contrarie waye 
bothe fron^ God «nd bis calling. But 
howe hath Gdd dealt with our chield for 
this daurigei-ous batteU, and thi& flipperie 
- waye, even fo as I canftot teH wheath^r his 
wifdome is more merveilous, or his good- 
ries more raercifuU, and wheather you and I 
are more bounde to pray^fe hym for his 
wifdome, or all wayes to thanek hym for 
"his gbodrtes ? For fee hath geven our chield 
tlie viftdrie withoute fighting, and thegair- 
land withoute ronning ; he hath geven unto 
hym the rewarde of vertue, before he 

could 
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could either doe or tbinck uppon vcirtu^, 
and therefore, Margaret, ought we two 
juftlye to lay^j. Thie goqdqief% O Lord, is 
parciall towar4KMir chield an4 us, aiul there- 
fore lot ^^ us alfo willuiglye confefie and 
thanckfully pr^yfe.Gpd wkh .David: Blef- 
fid be thpu foi^ eV^r and ever, O meraifuU 
Godi yf!ti&^ h^ithe pot dealt thus with all 
nations. afid people. Fourthlye and laftlye, 
feing gra;ce hath purchafed more by his 
death; thdn nature could have. promy led 
by his lief; feing mei^ye bathe freely e foe 
rewarded hym in he^ven^ as no vertue of 
it fejf can deferve in earth ; furely, Miir- 
garet, we might bewaile the want of for- 
tune, the lail point in order I had to talfce 
uppon. For if we underftand good for- 
tune, as men do underftand. it ; The bejl 
way it is to growe greate in this worlde by 
honeftie and good order, Yet the ftate of 
it in this worlde is fo unftable, as no mat^ 
.of wifdom bathe ever trufted to ♦ ♦ ♦ ♦

T HA.UF^ written thefe vnto you by Sextus 
I -^ J:ulius, my freend Miloes coiiipanyon, 
I not knowing whether you are yet coram into 
It^\y f biit becaufe you are (hortlie looked 
for, and it is certa.inlie reported, that yoii 
are. nov^e . departed jout of Afia. toward 
Rome, the importance of the matter madje 
vs thinke no h^fte to great, beinge defierj- 
'ojLis you might receiue lettres, as foone as 
might be. . My Cjur^o, y( yt wear I onlie 
that had fliewed you freendfhip (and yet 
indeed yt is far greater by your accept- 
acion then by my accompte) I ihould hard- 
lie b^ boqlde to defier any great matter at 
your haiyds, for. it is a grief to an honeft 
nature tq a% an^ thinge whear he b?ith 

well 
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well deferued, left he fliolde feeme to de- 
mande rather then defier, and to alke a 
recompence rather then a benefitt. But 
feinge yt is well knowen and famous, by 
reafon of my meane beginninge, howe 
greatlie I am bounde vnto youe, and fe- 
ing y t is a parte of a lovinge minde to de- 
fier to be more beholdinge where he is 
tnutch beholdinge all redye; I will not 
Ricke to be a futor vnto you, in thefe my 
lettres, for the thinge which is moft accept* 
able and neceflarye for me of all others: 
For, thoughe youe fholde do never fo 
mutch for me, yet I dare prefuifte it {hall' 
not be lofte, trufting that no benefitt can 
be foe great; but that either I flialbe able 
to receive with kindness or to rewarde yt 
with thankefulhes, or to honor yt with conn- 
mendacion. 

Sir, I haue fett ah my ftuddie, diligence, 
care, labor, minde, foule, and all, to make 
Miloe Conful ; and I ame perfwaded I amfe 
bounde to doe it, not onlie as I wolde re- 
compence, 
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compence my freervd, but as I wolde. honor 
njy father; for I thinke theire was neuer 
roan foe c^refull for his life and goodes, as 
I a«e for Miloes preferment, whearin me- 
Ibinks my hole (late ftandes* Hearin I vn^ 
derftande you can doe vs foe much helpc 
ibaJt we (hall neede to feeke iio farther. All 
this wee haue alredie: The beft fort, for 
tl^ atis of his Tribuncfhipp for my fake, 
as I truft you thinke ; the people and the 
^ <naltitude> for bis fhowes and trivmphes, 
{fin<i his liberall nature; the youth and the far 
vorites, for his owne commendacion among 
theme ; laft^fall, my voice not toe mightie> 
perhapps, as others, yet eftemed and ho- 
neft^ an4r bound vnto hime, and theirfora 
may cbaunceau^yleablQ, nowe wee b^ve 
but A^de of a Head and .a Capteine^ and, 
as it were s^ Mafter, to rule and govern 
thefe fanie . winder ; and, if wee fliulde 
wt&e fof one ip. all this empire, we cplde 
notiqhufe a ^uer: fljan then ypue. And 
ibciifforc, yf,y0ue thinke me .m^indfuU^ yf 
you thinke me thankfuU, yf you thinke me 

an 
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ait honeft man, that labor fo earneftlie for 
my IVeinde ; to conclude, if youe thinke 
nie worthie of your benefitts, I defier you 
to' help me in this my great care, and to af- 
fifte me to winn this honor, or rather, as 
yi wear, to favc my Hfe. For Miloe him- 
felfe, this I dare promifTe, that you fliall 
finde no man of more couradge^ grauiticj 
conftancie, or faithfulnes towardes youe, 
yf youe will receive him into your freend- 
Ihipp. And, for my parte, youe fhall doe 
ine fo muche honor and reputacion, as I 
ihall haue caufe to confes that youe haue 
fhawed yourfelflfe as much my freend for 
my credit, as youe haue done heartofore 
for my fafetie. I doubt not but you fee 
howe I ame tyed to this matter, and howe 
it impOYteth me not onlie to ftriue, but to 
fight alfoe to performe yt, ells I wolde 
write more. But nowe I comtnend and 
deliver the whole matter and all my felffe 
into yout handes. 'Ohlie this I fliall faie; 
yf I obtaineyt, I fliall" almofte be more 
' ' ^ ' bounde 
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bounde to you then to Miloe ; for I ame not 
fo glad that Miloe faved my life, as I would 
be glad to recompence hime for it. And 
I never looke to doe yt but by your mcanes 
onlie.

AFTER our right hartie commenda- ; 
cions, Whearas their hathe bene of 
late printed and publifhed within that citie 
a certaine iibell intituled, A Difcoveringe 
of the gapinge gulphe, •&€• whearin the 
author hathe not ojilie verie cofitemptuouf- 
!ie intermedled in matters of ftate towch- 
ingeher Majefties,perfon, but alfoe vttered 
certaine things to- the difhonor of the Duke 
of Aniou, brother to the Frenche Kinge. 
Forafmuch as divers of the faid books have 
been verie feditiouflie caft abroade, and 
fecretle difperfed into the hands of fondrie 
of her Majefties fubieSs, as well the inha- 
bitants 
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bitants of that citie^ as in other parts of 
this realme; with an intencion> as muclr 
as in them laie, to alter the mind of her 
Highnefs good and dewtifull fubiefts, and 
to drawe them into a furpition and mifliking 
of her Majefties aftions, as though, tlier 
fanae tended to the preiudice of the realme, 
and fubverfion of the eftate of true reli- 
gion, nowe a longe time, by the goodn'es 
of Almightie God, and her Highnefs au- 
ihoritie, as God's Minifter, eftabhfhed and 
cofttyhewed amongft vs) Albeit her Ma- 
ieftie ha^lhe. received fuch an affiired opi» 
nion of the loyaltie of her faid fubiefts, 
and fpcciallie of the inhabitants of that her 
citie of London, that tbey will not foe ear 
felie giue credit to any fuehe fecret fynifter 
devifes tending to the impairing and de- 
facmge of her Highnes good proceedings, 
c^eciallie in the pointe of religion, where 
ihee hath w^illed vs to affure you, thatlhee 
defireth no longer life than fhee fhalbe 
a mayntayner and vpholder of the fame ;

peared) to maintaine and contynewe this 
realme, bothe in matters of pollicie and 
religion, in fuch quiet and peaceable eftate 
as hitherto ftiee hathe done, and which . 
never any Prince did tnore carefiillie be- ' 
fore ; foe at this prefent yt iholde be 
knowen vnto her fubiefts what her mean-^ 
ing is; not by any treating or deahng with 
the faid Duke of Anion, whoe, neither by 
himfelfle nor his Minifters, dyd at anye 
time prefle her to doe anye thinge to the 
preiudice of this ftate, to innouate or in- 
fringe any thinge in the government which

^E thinkes noisre I bfeholdc ybw a greate 
Klrtgb, for love is greater then Maieftie. 
Opinibtt, that yow had loft thie love of 
yowr people, had almoft loft yoW in the 
opinion of the world. But this daye 
makfes yow appeare as yow are, a glori- 
ous Kinge, loved at home, and now to 
be feared abroade.- -This fallinge out foe 
happilie, give me leave, I befecthe yow, 
to be a humble fuiter to )-owr Maief- 
tie, fir ft for my felf.

\l Sir Francis Seymors Speeche in 
the Houfeqf Commons, March 22, 
1627. 

THIS is the greate Councell of the 
kingdome, and heer (if not heere 
alone) his Maieftie may fee, as in a true 
glafle, the ftate of the kingdome. Wee 
are called hither by his writts to give him 
faythfuU councell, fuch as may ftand with 
f his honor; but that wee mud doe without 

flattery ; and chofen wee are by the Com- 
mons to deliver vp their ivft greiuances ; 
. and this wee muft doe without feare. Let 

[ us not then be like Cambifes Judges, who, 

beinge demaunded of him concerninge 
fome thinges vnlawfull, fayd, Though there 
were noe written lawe, the Perfian Kings 
may doe what they lift. This was bafe flat- 
tery, ' fitter fcr reproofe then imitacion; 
And, as flattery, fo feare taketh away 
the judgment. For my owne parte, I fliall 
fliunne both thefe, and fpeake my con- 
I '■> fcience 
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fcience with as much duety to his Maieftie 
as any man, not negle£linge the publique. 
But howe can wee fpeake our afFcccions 
while we reteyne ovrfelues ? Or fpeake of 
giveinge, till we knowe whether wc haue- 
any thinge to give, or not ? For, if his 
Maieftie flialbe perfuaded he may take what 
he lift; What need we to giue ? That this 
hathe byn don appeareth by the billettinge 
of fouldiers, a thinge noe way advanta^gi- 
ous to his feruice, and a burden to the Com- 
monwealthe; the imprifonmentof Gent, for 
theloane; whoeifthey had don the contrary 
for feare, their faults had byn as great. as 
theirs who were Proieftors and Countenan- 
cers of their proceedings. Hath it not beeu 
preached in the pulpetts (or rather prated) 
All wee have is the Kings ? But, when they 
forfake their owne callings, and turne ig- 
norant Statefemen, wee fee howe willinge 
they bee to change a good confcience for a 
Bilhoppricke. It's too apparant the people 
fuffer^ more nowe then euer. Will you, 
knowe the true reafon? We ihall fynde thofe 

Princes 
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Princes haue byn in greateft wants and ne-i 
ceflities. that haue exacted moft from theit 
fiibie6is.^ The reafon is plaine : A Prince is 
ftrongeft by faythfuU and wife Counfell. I 
would I could truely fay fvch had byn im- 
ploy ed abroad ; I fpeake this to this end, to 
(hCjY ihe defe£lproceded not from this houfe. 
I Will confefle he is noe good fuhiefl, that 
would not willingly and freely lay downe his 
life, when the end may be the feruice of his 
Maieftie, and the good of the Comnoon* 
wealthe ; but he is noe good fubief):, but a 
ilaue, that will haue his goods taken from 
him againft his will and his liberties, againft 
the lawes of the kingdome. In doeinge 
this, wee (hall but tread the fteps of our 
forefathers, who ftilt preferred the publike 
imereft before their owne right, nay, be« 
fore their owne lives; it wilhe a wronge to 
us, to our pofterity, and to our confciences^ 
if we ihall forgoe this; we ihall doe well 
therefore to prefent it to his MaiefUe. I 
offer this in the generall, thinkinge. the par- 
ticulars fitter for Committees; and what I

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nowe fay, or fhall fay then, I fubmitt to 
better iudgtnehts.

MAY this dayes refolucion be as hippy 
as I conceiUe your expoficion (which 
nowe moues me to arife) to be feafonable 
and neceflary ; for, whether we fliall looke 
vpon the Kinge or his people, it did neuer 
more behooue thisgreate Phifician, the Par- 
liament, to efFe£i a true confent amonge 
th^ parties, then nowe. This debate car- 
ryeth with it a double refpefit, toward the 
Souereigne, and toward the fubieft, though 
both be innocent, both iniured, both to be 
cured. In the reprefentacion of iniuries, 
X fhall craue your attencion; in the cures, 
I (hall befeech your equal cares and better 
iudgments. Surely (in the greateft humi- 
lity I fpcake it) their illegall wayes are pu- 
nifhments and marks of indignacion : the 
ravfirjge of loanes, flrengthend by Com- 

million. 
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miffion, with vnheard of inftruccions and 
oathes; the billettinge of Ibuldiours by 
Leiu^eojints and Deputy Leiutenants haue 
byn, as if they wpiild have perfuaded Chrif- 
tian Princes, n$iy, worlds, the rights of em^ 
pire had byn to take away cuerye ftronge 
haqde ; and they haue endeauourd, a& 
£arre as w^s poflible for them to doe it» 
This hath not byn don by the Kinge (vn- 
der the pleafinge fhade of whofe Crowne 
(I hope) we (hall euer gather the fruits of 
uiftice ;) but by Proieftors they haue ex- 
tended the pferogatiue of the Kinge be^ 
yond the iuft proporcion, which make« th^ 
fweete harmony of the whole ; they haue 
rent from us the light of our dayes, in* 
forced a company of guefts, worfe than the 
Ordinance of France; who haue vitiated 
our wives and daughters before our faces, 
brought the Crowne to greater want then 
eqer, by anticipatinge the revenewe ; and^ 
Can the fhepheard be thus fmitten, and 
the (heepe not fcattered ? They introduced 
a privye Councell, rauifhinge att once the 

fhires 
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fliircs of all aunclent governement, - impri- 
foninge vs without eyther bauke or bounde. 
They haue taken from us (What fliall I fay? 
Indeed, what haue they left us ?) all meanes 
of fupplyinge the Kinge, and ingratiate- 
inge our felves with him, takinge up the 
root of all propertye ; which, if it be not 
feafonably fett into the ground by his Ma- 
iefties owne hands, we fliall haue, in fteed 
of beauty, baldnes. 

*To the makinge them whole I fhall ap- 
ply my felfe, and apply a remedy to all 
their defeafes ; by one and the fame thinge 
hath Kinge and people byn hurt, and by 
the fame muft they be cured. To vindi- 
cate what ? Newe things ? Noe ; our aun- 
clent, fober, vitall liberties, by reinforce- 
inge the auncient lawes made by our aun- 
ceftors; by fettinge fuch a charafter vpon 
them, as no licentious fpiritt fliall dare to 
enter vpon them : And fliall wee thinke this 
is a way to breake a Parliament ? Noe : 
Our defires are modeft and iuft. I fpeak 

true 
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true loyal tie, both for the interefte of 
Kinge and people ; if wee enjoy not this, 
it wilbe impoffible to releiue him. There- 
fore lett us not feare, that they ihall not 
be accepted by his goodnes. Therefore I 
ihall defcende to my mocion, confiftinge 
of 4 parts ; twoe of which haue relacion 
to the perfons, and two to the propertie of 
goods ; for our perfons and our freedome 
from them ; firft, from our imprifoment ; 
fecondly, from imployment abroad, con- 
trary to the auncient cuftomes, for our 
goods. Firft, That noe lawes may be made 
but by Parliament; fecondly, Noe billett- 
inge of fouldiours : It is moft neceflary, 
that theis be refolued, that the fubiefl may 
be fecured in both for the manner. In the 
fecond place, it will be fitt to determine it 
by a Grand Committee.

vncle) vnto the place affigned unto him in 
Parliament, as Prince of Wales,

UPPON Fridaye, being the xth of Fe- 
bruary,- was red the fecond tyme a 
bill concerning fanQuaries ; declaring how, 
by lawcs alreadie paffed in the 
yeare of Henrie the Vlllth, theare re- 
mained in deede at this day no fanSuaries 
other then churches, churcheyeards, &c. 
and thofe, as in olde tyme it hath bene vfed, 
to ferve in fuche cafe^ as they did ferve, but 
for xl daies^ and the offender afterward to 
abiure : But, for that fuche abiur^ion 
could neither be nxiside. into the partes be- 
yond the feas, the fame being forbidden by

He, I &ye, made proclamacion^ Thaa^ 
whoe fo euer wold refort thither, and wop- 
ihipp the true God, and embrace the true^ 
faiibe, whicfae he had then receaved: fiiulde 
^fOoyjQ free pardon and kimunitie for all 

offences 
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offences by them committed. Whearin 
this good Chriftian Kingfemeth right wifelie 
to haue followed the polhcie of Darius, King 
of Afliria ; whoe, purpofing to haue the me- 
morie of his father Belus honored, did creft 
an ymage to the likenes of his father, and 
made publicacion throughout his dominions. 
That whofoeuer wold come and honor that 
ymage of his father Belus ihuld haue free 
pardon of all offences, with immunitie of 
-their lives and goodcs. So, even as Darius, 
this Heathen King, by fanfluaric fought to 
allure the people to the idolatrous worfliipp 
of ' his father, the fame meahe vfed this 
good Chriftian King to allure his people to 
the true worlhipp bf the true God. And 
that freedome of fan&aarie, by him or- 
deined as a meane to winne men to faithe, 
fo long endured inviolate, as faiihe it fclf 
continued vnforfaken, even to the tymeof 
vngodlie King Vortimer, whiche brought 
in the wicked Saxons, whoe, having ones 
prevailed and gotten the rule and poffeflSon 
of this realme into theire hands^ deftroyed 

bothc 
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bothe the profeffion of Chriftian faithc and 
the freedom of fan^arie, the meane to al- 
lure to fauhe. 

So remayned faithe exiled, and fan£la- 
arie diflblvcd, all the tyme of ilieiro vn- 
godlye governemeni, till the tyme of holie 
>St. Grogorie, Pope of Rome; whiche^ de* 
lighted with the angelick faces of the Eng-. 
Hihe children that he faw (land to be folde 
at Rome^ fcnt hither the hollie monke St, 
Augoitine, Meliens. and other, to preache 
againe- the true faithe of Chrift^ in this 
i*calme.

reade in hiftories^ They deftroyed faithe 
and fanftuarie ; and fo it ftoode diflblved

Jie reccaved againe the freedome and pri- 
vileges theare : and not onlie reccaved the 
fame, hut confirmed them alfo with his 
jaio'dfte ample charter, whiche I hane heare 
tofhewe; and not onlie that, but aifotproK 
cured the Pope to call a Synode for the 
€ftabKihihg thearbf ; whearin the&nduarie 
at Weftminfter is ftreiigthened with -the af^ 
fertt of the Hollie Father, and aigreatnon^ 
her of Archbifhopps and Bilhopps, whofe 
nameft are added to the fame ; and the 
breakers tfiearof hoideh, by^heircenfurs% 
dampned to peipetuall fyre with die 'be« 
trayer ludas.

For-, fo long as the dread and feare ofXhrif- 
tian ^ame remayned in England, fo longe 
did Wcftminfter enjoy c the benefite of free 
iariftuarie : Howlong the trueTaithe remayn- 
ed in England vnexiled, fo long the privi- 
lege of fiinQ:uarie remayned at Weftminftcr 
vndiflblued: How long we fwarved not 
from the vmtie of Chriftes churche, fo long 
we broke not the liberties of fanftuarie. 
Weftmihfter kept their fanfluarie, graunted 
by this hoUie King, inviolate till the tyme

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of the late fchifma. Then, when all faithe, 
when all truthe of religion, when all the 
vnitie that conteineth all the churche of 
Chrift, when all feare and dread of Chrif- 
tian name ceaffed among vs, then ceafled 
the freedome of fanftuarie, and fo re- 
mayned vntill tht happie tyme of our moolt 
gracious King and Queene, Phillipp and 
Marie. They reftored the faithe to- vs, 
and vs to the vnitie of Chriftes churche : 
They haue revived the feare and dread of 
Chriftian name in England ; they haue re- 
vived the freedome of fanftuarie at Weft- 
minfter: And fo, I truft, with the true 
faithe, with the vnitie of Chriftes churche, 
and with the feare and dread of Chriftian 
name, it fliall remaine in your confidera- 
cions, not to be broken or diflblved by 
anie lawe or ordinaunce heare to be agreed 
among you. Thus farr for the antiquitie 
and continuaunce of fanftuarie at Weftmin- 
fter. Now come I to the fecond caufe 
whie Weftminfter fhuld ftill enjoye fanc- 
tuarie ; wiche is the dignitie and reve- 
rence of perfones by whom it was ordeined, 

mainteined, 
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maintained, and reftored. Thoughe that 
part be alredy declared in my fetting forthe 
the continuaunce thearof from tyme to 
tyme, fo as in vaine I fhuld againe rehearfe 
it ; Yet this one good note 1 fliall befeche 
you all, bothe in this lawe and all other, 
to haue in memorie, when examples are 
propofed, ever to haue regarde to the beft, 
and efchue the worft, Whiche if ye doe, 
jbne (hall ye fynde howe fanfluarie at 
Weftminfter hath bene erefted and pre- 
ferved onlie bye Chriftian, vertuous, and 
the beft Princes; how it he* the bene de- 
ftroicd and diflblved onlie by tyraunts, in- 
fidells, heritikes, fchifmatikes, and the worft 
Governours. Lucius, the grft Chriftian 
King of Brittaine, firft receaved faithe and 
ordeinjcd fanfluarie. Seba, firft of the 
Saxons, and fecond Chriftian King in this 
realme, reftored faithe and fanftuarie. Hoi- 
lie St. Edward reftored and confirmed faithe 
and fanfluarie. Our mooft gracious King 
and Queene, Phillipp and Marie, haue 
brought home the faithe againe, and vnder 
them we haue enioyed fanftuarie. Thefe ,. 
O 2 Princes^ 
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Princes (having eye to the heft) are meeteft 
to be followed. But, on the other fyds^* 
Who haud deftroyed fanftuarie ? The inft^^ 
dell Sa^tons deftroyed botli £aithc and fenc* 
tuarie. The wicked Danes exiled bothe 
faiths a«d fanfluarie. The late vngodKc 
Beretikes awd fchifmatikes baniftied faithe 
-and diffoVved fiLTiftaarie. The examples of 
tfei*fe etell Rulers are to be efehued, and the 
better, to be embraced. Thirdfre, I dX* 
leadgeM^e ought to ba.ae fanfchiarie at Weftr 
minfkr, rather tha^. anie wbeare elifi within 
thU realrtie, for the warthynes of the pl^ee 
It fclf, wbiche is divers waies to be proved. 
For th^ temple at Weftminfter, ereftcd in 
honor of God and St. PeYer, was the fii^ft 
temple wheare the firff'Chriftian King firll 
worihipped the true God^ and fett vpp the 
honor of Chriftian name. And, if we cre- 
dit St. Edward/he wrheth hearc, in the be* 
ginning of his charter, how, when be pour- 
pofed to dedicate the holtie temple at Weft- 
minfter, builded by the firft Chriftian King, 
Lucius, and rcftored by hym felf, in bower 
of God and St, Peter, he was admonifiied 

in 
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in fleape, by a vifion of Angells to forbear* 
hallowing of that churche, whiche ^^as al- 
readie hallowed by St. Peter hyti) felf in 
perfon, accompanied with Ange)ls. This 
\yold I not haue alleadged, if this notable 
Prince and Sainte had ndt leite it witneffed 
under his writing and feaj^f, as you fee be* • 
fore your eyes. Belyde that we haue 
theare injignia regum, we haue theare tlie 
mofte precious relique in this realme, next 
vnto the divine reliques of faithe, the moofte 
bollie Sacraments and' Sacramentalls : I 
meane the bodie of that mofte hoUie Kinge, 
St. Edward, remayneth theare among vs ; 
whiche bodie the favour of All Mightie 
'G^ fo preferued, during the tyme of our 
late fchifma, that, though the heritikes had 
power vppon that whearin the bodie was^ 
enclofed, yet on that facred bodie had they 
no power ; but I haue found it, and fens 
my comming I haue reftored it to his ^^n- 
cient fepulture. We haue theare ^e feti: 
dies of divert other the beft Ki;i^s of this' 
reaJiiie : Weftnfxinfter is the oT>dinarie place 
of Confecracion, ; pf Coropitition, ai^d bu- 
Oj/"^ riall, 
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riall of Kings ; aad fo, for the worthieoes 
and reverence of tbe place it felf, if anye 
ought to haae fanQuarie, Weftrainfter^ 
above all other, _ is mofte worthic to be . 
preferred. Fourthlie, and laft of all, I 
beffeche you, for contynuance of fanSu- 
arie at Weflminfter, to haue in confid^ra-r 
cion the profitt and commodities that you 
haue receaved thearbye ; even you I fay of 
the laitie, from the higheft to the loweft, 
haue had profitt by our priuileage of fanc- 
tuarie; I meane not you heare prefent, 
but men of all. your degrees, and of all 
other lay eftates; Quenes, Princes, Dukes, 
Earles, Barons, , Knightes, and all fortes, 
haue bene preferved by fandluarie : So as 
all degrees of you owe tlxankfuU cpofide- 
racion to fan6luarie, for by faivftuarie your 
lyves, bodies, and goods, haue bene pre- 
ferved. In dede, I confefle that, if we 
might be afl'ured alwaye to cnjoye our mott 
gracious Kinge and Quene that now are, 
Kinge Phillippe and Quene ^l*^rie; if that 
weare adured to them of Gx^d; which Jiever 
halhe bene nor flialbe grauuted to anye, 

that 
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tk^ft IS, immorulliue of Ufe, ^^nd everlaft-- 
iiig ra^gne over vs ; I wolde not then fay 
auy thing for defence of fa^uarie ; I ^old 
altoge^ther leave it, not ^s ?t thing vnjnete 
to be vfed, but as a thing in v^ne to be 
graoDted, that fliuld never nede to be vfed: 
Suche is their raercifull natur'e, fuche a 
perpetviall fanSuarie haue they repofeid in 
theire owne clemencie for poore offenders ; 
whearof I my felf h^ue h^d, from tyme 
to tyme, no fm^ll experience ; and even of 
late, before the hollye daies, talking with 
an olde acquaintaunce of myne, an Officer 
in the Tower of London, he tolde me 
theare was in the Tower of London neuer 
a prifoner but one Frencheman: A rare 
example of mercifull and gentle govern- 
ihente, and fuche as if {1 f^y) we might be 
aflured alway to haue the fame or like, I 
^old not, for that I neede not, fpeake for 
fan6Uiarie; but, as that is denyed t,o all 
men, fo i|S it. not graunted to our Kini^e and 
Que.9'e : Astymcs haue b^ne, fo may liieare 
be againe, theare is viajji'.udo rerum. Sanc- 
tuarie may be hereafter as nedefulK as 

hearetofore 



hearetofore it hath bene profitable. And 
fo, for all iheife caufes, I truft you will 
haue refpeft both to the antiquity of tyme 
that Weftminfter hath bene fanftuarie; to- 
the wayeng of perfones by whome it hath 
bene ordeined, maintayned, and fubverted; 
to the reverence and worthines of the place 
it felf ; and to thankfuU remembraunce of 
the commoditie that yowr fathers haue 
theare receaved ; with wife confideracion 
what you may receave hereafter. 

I haue alfo a charter of the Queenes 
Maieftie, whearin are graunted to me, by 
generall words, all liberties, privileages, 
and franchifes, in as large and ample maner 
as my predeceffors. Abbots of that place, 
had and enioyed at anie tyme within one 
yeare before the diffolucion thearof. How 
farr that generalitie of words extendeth, or 
what further matter of right and title the 
lawes do graunt to me, becaufe I my felF 
can not fo, for advauncement of my inte-- 
reft, declare and pleade as the forme of 
law requiretb, I Ihall befeche you to pro- 
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ceade towardc me with the feme favor 
you haue begonne, and that I may haue 
a fiirther diay to bring my Counfell he*- 
ther; iftwhiche tyme, bgthe I ftallfearcbc 
for further knowledge hearein, and they 
fhat^U better fct forth my right vnto you, 
than I myfelfe am able. And in that 
meane while, and alfo hearafter, from tyme 
to tyme, what other charters or monuments 
fo ever I haue cbncerniage this matter, they 
are at your commaundement. 

This being faid, he was requyred by the 
Speaker to ^eparte into' the vtter rome, 
while the Houfe did deUberate vpon fuche 
anfweare as fhulde be given hym ; whiche 
done, after confultacion, it was agreede 
that he fliuld be called in againe, and the 
Speaker fhuld, for anfweare, affigne vnto 
hym Tuefday next following to come again 
with his Counfell learned ; whiche he thank- 
fullie receaved, adding this : That, if he 
had not other charters then thofe to fliew, 
they would not thearbie take advantage, but 
impute it to the iniquitie of tymes whearin

miracle thefe were preferved, being found 
by a ferVant of my Lord Cardinales, in a 
chields hand playeng with them in the 
ftreete.

THE learned Dr. Birch, in 

the Life ^Prince Henry, Aamn^ 
made honourable mention of the 
^^Mw^ Lord Harington, cotem- 
porary and intimate friend of that 
excellent Prince^ the Reader may 
not be difpleafed to perufe thefoU 
lowing rough Jketch of his Life^ 
written fome time after his death. 
As the Editor^ above-mentioned^ 
has donejujlice to the learned part 
of his character J by giving us feve^ 
ral Letters of his writing to the ' 
Prince, wejhall refer our Read- 
ers to that booAf for thofefpecimens 
of his Latiniiy ; and mojifmcerely 
wijh the prefent times afforded as 
bright examples ^in the Great worlds 
of early piety, ufeful knowledge, 

and 
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and unaffeHed mannerst Whether.

JOHN Lord Harington was the eldeft 
; Ton of the Lord and JLady Harington, 
to whofe care and tuition King Jam.es com- 
mitted the education of his daughter Eli- 
zABETH, who was married Afterwards to 
Frederick, Prince Ele£l:^[|jl^alatine. They 
wfere perfons eminent for prudence aind 
' piety, who carefally educated this their fon, 
both in religion and learning ; and this ho- 
nourable 
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nourable Lord, thankful for the care and 
honour received from them, returned ho- 
nour to them again with advantage, being 
no lefs honourable, than they were to him. 

He was of an excellent wit, firm me- 
mory, fweet nature, and prompt to learn- 
ing ; fo that; in a fliort time, he was able 
to read Greek authors, and to make ufe of 
them in their own language: He fpake 
Latin well, wrote it in a pure and grave 
ftyle, and was able to confer with any ftran- 
ger readily^ and laudably in the French and 
Italian tongues* Underflood the authors 
which he read in Spanifh; and, for arts^r 
he was well read in logic, philofophy, and 
the mathematics. He made a good pro- 
grefs in the theoretic part of the art military 
and navigation : So that he wanted nothing 
but prafiice to make him perfed in both. 
And, for his underftanding in heavenly 
matters, and the myfteries of Salvation, it, 
was admirable, fo that there was fcarce any 
queftion could he propounded to him, about 

Vol. in. P thofe 
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tliofe matters, unto which he was not abfe 
lo give an underftanding and quick anfwer* 

Being well grounded in religion and learn- 
ing at honie, his Noble father fent hin> to tra- 
vel abroad in France and Italy, that by expe- 
rience he might ripen that knowledge Mthich 
he had before gained ; and, for a guide and 
tutor for him in his tr4vels, he chbfe and fent 
over one Mafter Tovey, a grave and leam^ 
ed religious man, and formerly the head 
Mafter of the free-fchool at Coventry. But 
how dangerous a thing it is for religious 
Gentlemen to travel into thefe Popifli coun- 
tries may appear by the example of this 
l^obleman and his Tutor, whofe found re- 
Hgicwi, and heavenly zeal for the truth, 
being taken notice of by the Jefuits, they 
took their opportunity to adminifter a flow- 
working poifon to them, that, feeing they 
had no hopes of corrupting their minds^ 
they might deftroy their bodies, and brmg 
them 10 their graves. 

Of 
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f Of this poifon Mr. Tovcy, being aged^ 

and fo lefs able to encounter with tha 
ftrength of it, died prefently after his re* 
turn to England; but the Lord Harington^ 

I being of a ftrong and able body, and in 
the prime of his age, bore it better, and 
confliacd with it longer ; yet the violence 
of it appeared in his face prefently after his 
leturn, and, not Ipng after, haftened bia 
death. 

. He vajs eminent for jG^briety and chaftity; 
, 1|U Up» were nev^ jr be^rd to otter any un^ 
chafte pr unfetmly fpeech ; which was th^ 
BKH-e admirable, coniideriog that h^ was 
in the heat of youth, living in the Court/ 
and had been a traveller into ihofe coun^ 
tries which are fchools of uncleanlineft, 
whence few return fuch as they went ofit ; 
but, if chafte, are made unchafte, or, if 
unchafte before, are made fcven-fold w(»fe 
tbaJi they were : But this our Nobleman 
Vas as fi{h &e(h in fah waters, and kept him-' 
f^f uadefiled; a^ Lot in the midft of So- 
Pa dpm; 
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dom : And, indeed, he took the right way 
tb preferve his chaftity, by avoiding the 
incentives and provocations to luft. He 
{pent not his time in courting, of Ladies, 
and amoroufly contemplating the beauty of 
women, which, are bellows of luft and 
baits of uhcleannefs : But he preferred his 
books before their beauty ; and, for his fo- 
ciety, chofe men of parts and learning for . 
iarts ajod arms. Befides, he was very tem- 
per^ate in. Jiis diet, Ihunning tafting; and 
was frequent in fafting ; and hated idlenefs 
and much fleep, which are the two nurfes 
of uncleann^G ; and in the night, when he 
lay awake, to prevent temptation, he ex- 
ercifed his thoughts with heavenly medita- 
tions. 

His juftice, fo far as he had occafion to' 
(hew it, was very exemplary : He deah ho- 
nourably and honeftly with every body he 
had to deal with ; and, whereas his father 
had contracted great debts by his prince- 
like houfe-keeping, and other public and 

private 



privi^ occafioiis; he w» vety foIltcTtQus for 
the difcharge of the Umt, giving poweir to 
hb executrix to fell part or alf his hnd, if 
need were, therewith fpeediiy to difehar^ 
die creditors; and betag aflted, when thd 
writing was drawn up, Whether be af* 
fented to it? he anfwered, Yea, wiA atf 
my heart, for my honour and my hottefty 
ar« my neareft heirs* 

But the {plendor of his rdigion out^ 
&ined all his moral and natural accom|>li(h« 
ments : This was iht temple that fanfitifiedf 
die gold, and the altar that (an^fied the 
oflfering : This was that which ennobled his 
fobriety, juftice, and other virtues. And 
this appeared both by his private and public 
exercifes of piety, which were rare in a 
young roan, more rare in a young Noble*' 
man, and hardly found in fuch a meafure 
in any man, of what age or condition fo* 
ever. He ufually rofe every morning a-' 
bout four or five o'clock, feldom fleeping* 
above five or' fix hours at a time. Wheit 
P3 he 
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he firft waked, his conftant care was to fet 
his heart in order, and fit it for holinefs all 
the day after, offering the firfl-fruits of the 
day, and of bis thoughts unto God. Being 
up, Jie read a chapter out of the holy Scrip- 
tures ; then, with his fervant% in his cham- 
ber, he went to prayer ; then did he fpend 
about an hour in reading fome holy trea* 
tife to enliven his affe6lions and increafe 
his knowledge. He read over Calvin's In- 
ftitutions, and Rogers's treatife, which were 
his two laft books. Before dinner and fup- 
per, he had a pfalm, chapter, and prayer 
in his family, and prayer after fii^pper ; and 
l)efide5 thofe public duties, he prayed pri- 
vately every morning in bis clofet, after 
which he betook bimfelf to fome ferious 
ftudy, for three or four hours together, ex- 
cept he was interrupted by fome fpecial 
bufmefs. The refidue of the morning he 
fpent in converfe with his friends, riding 
the great horfe, or fome fuch other honeft 
and noble recreation, till dinner- time. 
Thus avoided he idlenels, and prevented 

temptations^ 
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temptations, which commonly cnfue there- 
on. .Prefently after dinner, he retired into 
his ftudy, to meditate on fermons he had 
lately heard; or, if he was di (appointed of 
that opportunity, he neglefted not to take 
the firft that was offered to him; yea, ma- 
ny times, in his travels by land, or by water, 
he thus.bufied himfelf. The reft of the af- 
ternoon he fpent in bufines, ftudy of hifto- 
ries, the art of war, mathematics, and na- 
vigation; wherein he attained to a great 
meafure of perfeftion. After fupper, he 
prayed with his fervants ; then withdrew 
himfelf into his ftudy, where he kept a di- 
ary or day-book, wherein he recorded what 
he had done that day ; how he had offended. 
Or what good he had done ; what tempta- 
tions he met with, and how he had re- 
fifted them ; and, furveying his failings, he 
humbled himfelf to God for them ; and, 
for fuch failings as were fit to be known 
only to God and his own foul, he wrote 
them down in a private charaSer, which 
none could read but himfelf, and then be-i 

took 
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took hirafelf to his reft; and to prevent 
^vil thoughts belbre fleep, one that waited 
OD him in \ds chamber read a chapter or 
tm> to him out of the holy Scripture, and 
this prafUce he continued for four years to* 
getJh^r before his death. And> that his 
public care as well as private to walk with 
Iffs God might the better appear, the ufe 
of his time in the means of God's worihip 
bore fu£Bcient tefiimony; being a moft re- 
ligious obferver of the Lord's-day, both i» 
public and private duties^ yet preferring 
the public before the private, fo that, though 
he had an houfhold chaplain, yet he ever 
frequented the. public aiTemblies twice a< 
dayi yea whilft he was a Courtier ; and, if 
his occafions caft him into a place where 
the Word was not preached^ he would ride 
to fome other {dace, many miles, rather 
than want it. Immediately after fermon, 
he withdrew himfelf &om company, for 
a4>out half an hour, to meditate and apply 
what he bad heard to his foul. After tlus 
evening fermon, two of hi» fervants ha*^ 

ving 
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ving written, he caufed them to repeat both 
the fermons in his family before flipper; 
and fuch was his memory, that he could 
lifually repeat more than they had written. 
Then wrote he them down in his book, and 
prayed himfelf with his family, wherein he 
had an excellent gift. And, by way of 
preparation to the Sabbath, every Satur- 
. day-night, he ufed to call himfelf to a ftrift 
account how he had fpent the whole week ; 
and accordingly he humbled himfelf to God 
for his failings, and returned praife for 
mercies received from him. On the Sab- 
bath mornhig, rifing betimes, he ufed, as 
he was making himfelf ready, to repeat to 
his fervant^ thofe Sermons he had heard the 
Lord's-day before. He ufed, monthly, to 
receive the Sacrament of the Lord's-fup- 
per ; and to fit himfelf to feaft at the Lord's- 
table, he kept a private faft the day before, 
and then he looked over his books for his 
carriage that month, and fpent the whole 
day in prayer and meditation and felf-exa- 
mination; obferving how it was with him 

fince 
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fince his laft receiving ; what progrefs be 
had made in piety ; how he had thrived in 
^race, and what more ftrength he had gotten 
over his corruptions. Thus he fpent the 
whole day, not coming out of his ftudy 
tili about fupper-time. - Alfo, the morning 
before he received, he read i Corinth. XL 
vberein is contained the Inftitution of the 
LordVIupper; and, to his fervants that 
were to communicate with him, he read a 
little Trcatife to them, wherein the right 
manner of communicating was contaiised : 
And, Iwrfidet thefe monthly fafts, he kept ^ 
inany other days of afi^i6ling his foul, upon 
(jandry occalions^ He was wondrous atten« 
tive in heiring the Word of God preached 
pr read; and carried himfelf wondrous and 
exceedingly reverent therein, knowing that 
be ^^as in the prefence of God ; fhewing 
thereby, that, when he came to hear, not 
the words of man, but God, he willingly 
laid down his honour at Chrift's feet : And, 
to avoid oftentation, or the appearance of 
it» in his private duties^ be never admitted 

any 
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arty one, either to his prayers, or his repes- 
tionof his fermon, in and with his femily, 
but only one friend, that was moft intimate 
with him. And thus was this holy fervant 
of Chrift blamekfs and pun, and this child 
of God without rebuke, in a nwughiy and 
crooked generation, dmongji whom he Jhined ag 
a light in the world, holding forth the words of 
life, that he might rejoice in the day of Chrift's 
coming, that he had not run in vain, nor la^ 
houred mthout fruit. He further manifefted 
die fincerity of his religion, by his love td 
all that were truly godly, efpecially to faith* 
fill and painful minifters ; as alfo by his 
picrcy and charity to the needy faints and 
j>oor members of Jefus Chrift, After his 
return from his tra?eb, by way of thank* 
fulnefs to God, he gave yearly, by the hand 
of a private friend, twenty pounds to the 
poor. And, the fecond Sabbath after his 
landing in England (having fpent the day 
before with his Tutor, Mr. Tovey, ih 
pra^yer, fafting, and thankfgiving) he heard 
the Word^ received the Sacrament, and

gave to the poor of that pariQi five pounds ; 
and, befide, he gave forty pounds, to be 
beftowed upon poor minifters, and other 
Chriftians, for the relief of their necefli- 
ties. Yea, fuch were his bowels of tender 
mercy, that he gave a tenth part of his 
yearly allowance, which was a thoufand 
pounds, to pious and charitable ufes ; be- 
fides much that he gave occafionally, as he 
travelled, or walked abroad, &c. Alfo, all 
his other graces were beautified by the orna- 
ment of admirable humiUfcy ; which is rarely 
found in perfons fo honourable, and ho- 
noured both of God and man. From the 
firft day of his laft ficknefs, he ftrongly ap- 
prehended the approach of his death, and 
therefore accordingly prepared himfelf for 
it« Befides his private meditations, he 
called often others to pray for him, and 
often prayed himfelf; made confeffion of 
bis fins, and often confeffed his faith, and 
an undoubted hope of falvation by Chrift 
Jefus; profeffing with fo much chearfiil- 
nefs, that he feared not death, in what 

Ihape 
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fhape foever it came. He uttered many 
heavenly fpeeches, defiring to be diflblved, 
and to be at home with God his Father ; 
profeffing, not above two hour$ before hijj 
death, that he ftill felt the aTTured comforts 
and joys of his falvation by Chrift ; and, 
when death itfelf approached, he breathed 
forth thefe longing exprefEons: O Thou 
my joy! O my God ! when fliall I be with 
thee ! and, in the midft of fuch defires, 
fweetly and quietljr*refigned up his fpirit 
unto God.

priuate freendes one towardes an other, as

to my fpeciall comforte, v^hich was firft de- 
claired to my great incouragment, 1 am a 
Prince that of neceffitie muft difcontent a 
iiombre to delight and pleafe a few i be- 
caufe the greateft parte is not beft inclined 
to continewe foe longe time withowt great 
ofiTence, mouch miflike, or common grudge. 
Or happes it ofte that Princes Afles are con- 
cerned in foe goode parte, and favourablie 
interpreted? No, no, my Lords; howe 
great my fortune is in this refpeft, I were 
ingrateyf I fliolde -not acknowledge. And, 
as for thofe rare and fpeciall benefitts which 
manye yeares haue followed and accompa- 
nyed me with happie raigne, I attribute to 
•God alone, the Prince of rule; and ac- 
count my felfe no better then his handmaid, 
rather brought vp in a fcoole to abide the 
ferula, then traded in a kingdome to fup- 
pon the fcpter. Yf pollicie had bene pre- 
ferred before truthe, it wold, I trowc you, 
even at the firft beginninge of my rule, haue 
turned vpfide down fo great affaires, or en* 
tred into toffinge of the great waves and 
billowes of the worlde, which mighte, if I

lad foughte myne eafe,- hav^ harbored aad 
caft ancker in a more feeming fecuritie. It. 
cannot be denyed but worldlie wifdome ra- 
ther bad me marry and knytt my felfein 
league and alliaunce wkh great Princes, to. 
purch^fe freendes on every fide by worldlie , 
mcanes, and there repofe the truft of 
myne affured ftrengthe, where force colde 
neuer wante to giue affiftaunee. Was I to 
feeke in that which to mans iudgment owt- 
wardlie muft needs be thought the fafFelt 
courfe ? Noe ; I can neuer graunt my felfe 
to be foe fimple, as not to fee what all mens 
eyes difcouered. But all thofe means of 
leagues, alliaunccs, a«d forrein ftrengthes- 
I quite forfook, andgaue myfelfe to feeke 
for truthe withowt refpefte, repofinge my 
affured ftaie in Gods mod mightie grace,, 
with full afluraunce. Thus I began, thus 
I did proceed, and. thus I hepe to ende* 
Thefe feventeeue yeares God hathe bothe- 
prolp^rcdrand, protected with good fuccefle 
under my direction; And I nothinge doubt 
but the fame maintaininge hande will guyde 
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yont, ftftt, and bringe youe to the ripenes of 
perfedioQ. 

Coofidcr with yourWves the bitter ftorms 
atid trobles of your neighbors ; the true 
caufe ^hearof I will hot attribute to Princes 
(God forbid I fliolde) fince thofe mi^or- 
tancs maic proccefde as well from finnea 
amongft the people ; for want of plagues 
declair not atwaics want of gtiiltc, but ra- 
ther proue Gods mercie. I knowe, bfe- 
fi'des, that priuat perfones raaie finde foner 
fauKe, then mende a Prinees ftate; dnd, 
for my parte, I graunte myfelflfe to guiltie 
to increafe the burdcin, by miflike of any. 
Let all men therefore beare their priuat ' 
faults, myne owne haue Weight enough for 
me to aunfwere for. The bcft waie, ITup- 
pofe, weare bothe for you and me, by bum- 
ble prayers, to requyre of God, that not 
in weeninge, but in perfeft weighte ; in be* 
ing^, not in feminge ; wee maie wiftic the 
befte, and further it with owr abilitie : Not 
the fined witt, the ftrongeft iudgment that 
can rave mod deeplie, and take vp mens 

captious 
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cirptiiMs eares with (pleaikunt tailes, hath 
gli^ater care to guy^e youe to t^e TafFeft 
ftate, and be gladder to e(bt>liflie youe 
Where men oughte to thkike theme felves 
mofte fure and happie; then* ffiee that 
ipeaks thefe wovdes. Nowe^ touchinge 
daunger$ cheiflie feared, firft to rehearee^ 
vtij meaninge, laielie vnfolded.to yone by- 
my L. Keeper: Yt fliali not he nedefiiUy. 
though I muft needs confes myne owner 
n^iAike, fee mtltch iq ftpiue againft the- 
matter^ as, if I wear a milke<mad9 with a^ ^ 
paile on my arme, wbearby xsxf priuat per« . 
Ton might be litle fett by, I wolde not for#. 
fake that pbore and fingle ftate to matehe 
with the greateft Monarche ; not that I doe 
xondemne the double knott, or iudge a* 
mifle of fache as^ forced by neceffitie, can^ 
not difpofe theme felves to another life ; 
but wiihe that none wear drawen to chaunge, 
bqt fiiche aa cannot keepe honelt hmitts. 
Yet, for yoWr behalfe, there is no waie fo 
difficutte, that maie towche my priuat per- 
fon, which I will not well content my felffis 
to .take, and, in this ciife, as willinglie to 

fpoile 



fpoile my felffc- quite of my felffe, as vf 
I ihblde put of my yffper garment when it 
weryes me, yf the prefent ftate might not 
therbie be fincombred, I knpwe I arae 
but mortall ;- which good lefTon Mr. Speak- 
er, in his thirde diyifion of a vertuos Prin- 
ces properties, had reafon to remembre ; 
and fo, their; while, I ptepair my felffe to 
welcome deatbe, when foever it (hall pleafe 
God to fend it, Asyf others wolde indea- 
vour to perfoFjne the like, yt wolde not be 
foe bitter vnto-manye, as ythath h^ne 2^9- 
compted. Myne owne experience teacheth. 
mt to be no fonder of thofe vaine delights 
then reafon wolde; nor further tb delight 
in thinges uncertaine, then maie feeme con^ 
uenient^ But let good heed be taken, that, . 
in reaching too farjr after future good, youe 
perill not the prefent and beginn to. quarrel,., 
and fall by difpute together by the eares, 
before it be decyded whoe (hall weare my. 
Crowne. I will not denye but I. might be 
thought the indiflferentefl iudge in this re- 
fpeft, that I (hall not be when theife points, 
aie fuUilled^ which none befide. my felflFe.

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can fpeak in all this companye. Myfdeeme 
not my wordes, as thoughe I fought what 
heretofore hathe bene graunted. I entend it 
not ; my words be to thynn to carry foe tufFe 
a matter. Although, I truft, God will not 
in fuche hafte cutt of my daies, but that, 
accordinge to yowr owne defart and my 
defier, I maie prouide fome goode waie 
for yowr full fecuritie. And thus, as one 
that yeeldeth yow mye thanks, bothe for 
youre :ieale vnto my felfFe, and faruice in 
this Parlaraent, then my tbnge can vttre*, 
I recommend youe vnto the affured guarde 
and beft keepinge of the Almightie ; who 
will preferue youe fafe, I trufte, in all fe- 
licitie; und wisfh with all, that each of 
youe had tafted fbme dropes of Lethes 
floode, to cancell and deface thofe fpeaches 
owt of yowr remembrauncc.

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For the longe prcferuation of her Maieftie 
over youe, whome God hath vfed as an in- 
ftrument for a longe peace and many blef- 
fiBgs overvs; and Ipeciallie for his Gof- 
pell, whearby fliee hatbe made a waie for 
vs to reft and quietnes to our confciences.

I HAVE heard by yoit the common re- 
r queft of my Commons, whiche I may 

well tearme, as me thinks, the whole 
realme; becaufe theic geve, as I haue 
herd, in all thefe matters of Parleamem^ 
their common confcnt to facbc as be bcare 
affcmblcd. The weight and greatnes of 
this matter might caufe in me, as I mufll 
confeflc, being a woman, wanting boihe 
witt and mcmorie, fome feare to fpeake, 
and bafhefulnesbeiides, a thing appropriate 
to my fexe.

THE Prince of Spaine, beinge come, 
the laft of Marche, to a place of the . 
Ladie Regents, ij Dutch miles diftant 
frome this towne, was mett their by the 
French Queene, the Ladie Regent, and 
the Dutcheffe of Loraine ; whear they all ' 
lodged that night. The daie folowing, 
which was the firft of Aprill, after dinner, 
the French Qaeene returned to Bruflells 
to keep the Emperour company, who was 
then in his Diet, and theirfore ylTued not 
fourth of his pallace. The Prince, with 
Other Noble men, tooke their waie to- 
warde a great and faire plaine, diftant ij 
Englifh miles from this towne; which, be- 
inge environed with ibndry fmall hills, ra- , 
ther fomewhat extending in length, then 
mutch raifed in heighte, repfefenieth vnto 
the beholders a right pleafaunt and beauti- . - 
full fighte, in thp raidft whearof the Lady 
Regent had caufed a great and gorgious 
howfe, or ftanding, to be made, contain- 
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ing 250 paces in length, and abowt tenn 
in bredth, with xxxv great windows in the 
fame ; whearof iij in the midft whear fome- 
what greater and higher than the reft, and 
occupied the fpace of a fair chambre, or 
feparate place, for the parfonage of moft 
honor tq ftand in, the fame with the reft of 
the howfe, being fumtuouflie painted and 
overlayd with garlands and fuellage of 
hearbes and trees, fach as tlje feafon of the 
year fuffred to be moft grene; whearin 
were alfo intermingled fondry fortes of 
counterfaite fruites, very perfeftlie made 
couloured. The iij greateft windowes be- 
fore remembred were all over couloured 
with clothe of golde, and in each of them 
ij cuftiions of the fame to leane on. Ouer 
the middlemoft of which windowes are 
painted curiouflie the Prince of Spaines 
armes, on the right haunde; the Frenche 
Queenes and the Ladye Regents on the 
lefte. After that the Prince and Lady Re* 
gent, accompanied with the other Noble- 
men and Ladies, were alighted at this howfe, 
and, each perfon placed according to his 

degree, 



degree-, the prepared tryumph begaf^; for 
the better vnderlknding whearof, it it to 
be noted, that ij bandes, bothe of hbrfe-^ 
rtctt'attd footmen, in mannei* of ij ai<nyies, 
were incamped about half a mile afonder, 
eche pane beinge entrenched and fortified 
with their mounts, flankes, and otlifer di*- 
irifes, aftfcr the forme and manner of wiaft*, 
having on either parte iij Enfignes of foof-» 
men, and Gentlemen on horfbaek with tir- 
gjett^, after the manner of demilauticer; 
and light horfemen with targetts like han- 
gouts ; xl harquebufes on horfback after the 
Alman faflion, ; ,xxx men at armes well 
mounted, atid their horfcs barbed; and 
x^iij peeces of ordinaunce. I omitt hefe 
to fjpeake of the fumptuous trappings', the 
fair and coftlie armour, the braue and gor- 
geous plumages, the fondry ftfainge andl 
fightlie deoifes^ whearwith each perfon, ac- 
cording to his eftate and degree, was fur- 
niJhed : A matter over longe for fo fliort' 
a difcourfe, andno lefle coffiberous to be 
written, then tedious to be redd. The one* 
of thefe twoc armies, being all iii green, 

boihe 
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bothe horfemen and footmen, and their 
ftandards and enfignefs oJP the lame, was 
guided and ledd by the Prince of Peer- 
mount, a Gentleman dowtles of^ a rare 
worthines, and efteemed, with fome good 
caufe» aa well for his Nobilitie and eftate, 
as for his v.ertues qualities, bothe of the 
Emperour and all other Noble perfons of this . 
Court. The other bande had to their 
Captain' Mounfr. de Ritches, of the Em- 
perours Chambre, and Knight of the Or- 
der; who with hls:men, wear apoime4 all 
in white. But of thefe towe incamped ar* 
mies, the Prince of Spaine beinge come 
to his (landing, as is before remembered^
